tirst  place,  that  no  well-informed  person 
in  Minnesota  ever  claimed  that  more  than 
.''•Kj  persons  fell  victims  to  the  Indian 
luassacre  of  la^t  tall.  In  women  indig- 
nation is  somewhat  hyperbolical,  as  fear 
is  in  men,  and  Mrs.  Swisshelm's  figures 
must  therefore  always  be  considered  a.s 
figures  of  speech.  Father  Beeson,  how- 
ever, seems  to  think  it  highly  creditable 
to  the  magnanimity  of  his  Indian  friends, 
and  as  conclusive  proof  of  the  gentleness 
of  their  «iispositions  that  only  rt'ie  hun- 
dred white  men,  women  and  children  were 
murdered  in  cold  blood  without  warning 
or  without  provocation.  True  that  wa.s 
all  there  were  within  the  reach  of  the  as- 
sassin's tomahawk  or  bullet :  but  it  was 
only  five  hundn^d,  mark  you,  and  what  a 
dear,  good,  kind,  sweet,  enchanting  In- 
dian it  is  to  kill  only  tivc  hundred  of  us 
people  on  the  frontier. 

After  this  we  think  it  due  to  Father 
Bi'fson  that  he  be  designated  as  the 
chairman  of  that  interesting  "  committee 
to  be  appointed  in  the  city  of  Wasliington 
to  suggest  wavs  and  means  for  a  thorough 
reformation  of  the  Indian  department." 
and  that  he  be  sent  out  to  Devil's  Lake 
in  advance  of  our  northwestern  armv,  as 
envoy  extraordinary,  to  treat  in  person 
with  *'  Little  Crow"  for  a  *'  full  recogni- 
tion of  the  Indians'  rights  as  a  free  and 
sovereign  nation."

If  anything  were  wanting  to  demon-

On  the  night  of  the  16th  Admiral  Por- 
ter succeeded  in  running  the  Vicksburg 
blockade  with  seven  fine  gunboats  of  his 
squadron  and  three  transpoitA.  The  Ben- 
ton, his  flagship,  got  opposite  the  upper 
battery  leading  the  line  of  vessels  before 
the  rebels  opened  fire.  The  rebels  then 
continued  firing  from  11  p.  .m.  till  2  i>.  m. 
upon  each  succeeding  vessel  as  it  passed. 

The  Henry  Clay  was  fired  by  the  ene- 
rov'a  shells.  All  hands  were  saved.  The 
pilot  remained  until  the  flames  forced  him 
to  leave. 

The  damage  done  was  the  firing  of  the 
Henr)'  Clay  one  of  the  transports,  and 
the  temporary  dis.abling  of  the  Forest 
City,  another  transport,  and  also  a  shot 
through  the  Benton's  bull.  Our  loss  was 
but  one  killed  and  three  wounded. 

The  rebel  lire  was  far  less  effective  than 
anticipated.  They  burned  two  or  three 
houses  in  the  town  as  our  squadron  was 
pasaing  to  light  the  river  so  as  to  enable 
the  artillery  to  get  a  good  view  of  our 
steamers.

and  redemption  thereof,  approved  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1862.

Seven  gunboats,  one  ram  and  three  trans- 
ports started  out  to  run  the  blockade. 
All  went  well  until  when  about  two  thirds 
of  the  way  down,  when  the  hills  back  of 
Vicksburg  were  lit  up  with  large  fires. 
The  transport  Forest  Queen  at  once  re- 
turned and  the  Henry  Clay  was  compelled 
to  stop.  Several  shots  struck  her  below 
the  water  line  and  others  passed  through 
her.  All  hands  made  for  a  flat  boat.  As 
the  boat  was  sinking  it  is  thought  they 
were  lost. 

The  pilot  floated  down  the  river  nine 
miles  ou  a  plank  and  was  picked  up  op- 
posite Warrenton.  The  Forrest  Queen 
was  considerably  damaged  and  bad  her 
steam  drum  shot  away. 

At  last  account*  heavy  firing  was  heard 
in  the  vicinity  of  Warrenton,  supposed  to 
be  the  gunboats  shelling  the  batteries  at 
that  place.

We  are  glad  to  find  that  the  horrible  re- 
ports which  have  be«:n  published  by  some 
journals,  of  the  burning  of  the  town  of 
Jacksonville,  Florida,  by  our  forces,  on 
the  occasion  of  the  evacuation,  at  the 
close  of  last  month,  are  exaggeration.s. 
The  Evening  Post  published  an  account 
of  the  affair,  the  other  day,  written  in  the 
Ercles  vein  of  wratli  and  fury,  showing 
how  the  place  was  "burned,  scorched  and 
cripsed,  if  not  entirely  consumed  to  ashes, 
by  the  devouring  t lames."  All  this  we 
were  told  by  the  same  authority,  was  not 
done  by  the  brave  iiegro  regiment  at  the 
post,  but  by  the  barbarous  white  men  of 
New-England— the  Eighth  Maine  and 
Sixth  Connecticut  \'olunteers.  Another 
journal,  of  opposite  politics,  but  like 
spirit,  next  took  up  the  subject,  and  dwelt 
upon  it  in  a  style  calculated  to  bring 
tears  to  the  eyes  of  a  crocodile — showing 
conclusively  the  brutality  of  the  "black 
hussars." 

The  report  of  Col.  Rust,  who  was  in 
command  of  the  U  nion  troops  at  Jack- 
sonville at  the  time  ol  the  evacuation,  has 
been  made  public.  On  the  day  he  ar- 
rived there  he  found  the  rebels  shelling 
the  town,  which  they  continued  next  day ; 
and  a  few  days  afterward  Col,  Rust, 
by  order  ol  Gen.  Hunter,  withdrew  his 
forces.  "  While  the  evacuation  was  tak- 
ing place,"  says  he,  "  several  fires  were 
set — a  portion  of  t  bem  undoubtedly  by 
Secessionists  ;  perhaps  twenty-five  build- 
ings were  destroyed  "  This,  it  seems,  is 
the  whole  tale.  It  is  certainly  unfortu- 
nate that  we  should  have  among  us  a  class 
of  patriots  who  will  twist  and  exaggerate 
an  insignificant  affair  like  this  into  one  of 
the  most  shocking  Union  atrocities— to 
the  infinite  infamy  of  our  army  and  the 
disgrace  of  the  wboU  nation. 


th*  Kaceiit  Attack  at  CIMirlaefoa. 

From  the  Kuw  York  Herald. 

The  iron-'clads  of  tho  Monitor  type, 
although  exposed  to  the  heaviest  cannon- 
ade at  short  range  which  earth  ever  wit- 
nessed— a  cannonade  which,  from  rapid- 
ity of  fire  and  power  of  ordnance  employed 
surpasses  that  of  the  memorable  bom- 
bardment of  Sebastopol — passed  this 
fiery  ordeal  with  comparatively  but  little 
damage.  Indeed,  none  of  them  were  in- 
jured to  an  extent  which  a  few  day's  work 
cannot  completely  repair.  Even  the  far 
famed  Whiteworth  balls,  which  have  time 
and  again  pierced  the  armor  of  the  gi- 
gantic Warrior,  did  not  penetrate  them. 
The  only  causalties  which  occurred  were 
caused  by  the  bolts  which  were  broken  in 
the  pilot  house  of  the  Nantucket ;  and 
this  from  a  manifest  oversight  in  not  <,'Ov- 
erlng  the  bolt  heads  with  the  sheet  iron 
guards,  with  which  most  of  the  Monitor 
lleet  are  provided.  So  thoroughly  has 
the  designer  of  these  remarkable  vessels 
comprehended  the  necessary  <|iialltles  in 
armor  to  resist  the  enormous  dynamic  ef- 
fect of  the  impact  of  a  cannon  ball  of 
great  weight  and  velocity,  that,  in  order 
to  render  the  side  armor  of  our  iron-clads 
absolutely  impenetrable  to  the  most 
powerful  ordnance  which  may  be  made, 
either  here  or  in  Europe,  it  is  simply  ne- 
cessary to  enlarge  the  proportions — the 
principle,  even  of  the  most  minute  deLtil, 
now  bt'ing  thoroughly  established. 

The  armor  of  the  Monitor  lleet  now 
afloat,  and  which  has  not  been  penetrated, 
consists,  as  is  well  known,  of  five  one- 
inch  plates,  fastened  in  a  pecidiar  man- 
ner to  a  very  thick  oak  backiitg  ;  now  the 
armor  of  the  new  Monitor  lleet,  at  pres- 
ent about  two- thirds  completed,  consists 
of  nine  inches  of  iron,  with  an  oak  back 
nearly  three  feet  in  thlcknesii,  it  is  fair  to 
premise  that  nothing  but  a  gun  exceeding 
in  power  any  yet  brought  forth  can  pene- 
trate this  barrier,  .\gain,  the  large  Mon- 
itors of  the  Dictator  and  Puritan  type 
have  armor  of  ten  and-half  inches  of 
iron,  backed  with  about  forty-eight  inches 
of  oak.  This,  combined  with  the  vast 
speed,  from  the  enormous  j)Ower  with 
which  these  vessels  are  supplied,  they 
possess,  renders  them  beyond  all  compar- 
ison the  most  formidable  war  vessels  in 
the  world. 

The  maxim  that  no  amount  of  fire  from 
fixeil  fortifications  can  prevent  the  pass- 
age of  steam  vessels-of-war  through  an 
unobstructed  channel  has  received  a 
marketl  confimation  from  this  engage- 
ment. It  is  patent  to  everv  one  that  had  it 
not  been  for  the  obstructions  in  the  chan- 
nel the  fate  of  Charleston  would  have 
been  sealeil. 

In  the  engagement  at  Charleston  three 
types  of  iron-clads  were  represented — 
the  Monitor."*,  with  their  laminated  armor ; 
the  Keokuk,  with  her  s.indwich  armor  of 
wood  and  iron,  which  it  may  be  safely 
said  will  not  be  repeated ;  and  the  high- 
sided  Ironsides,  with  her  solid  plate. 
The  Monitors,  as  we  have  just  stated, 
stood  the  heavy  fire  with  but  compara- 
tively little  damage :  the  armor  of"  the 
Keokuk  was  pierced  through  and  through, 
as  if  it  had  t)een  paste-board,  and  the 
armor  of  the  Ironsides,  thoiigh  not  pene- 
trated, behaved  as  solid  slabs  always  do 
when  struck  by  a  heavy  shot — it  was 
cracked,  and  another  shot  of  like  power 
striking  in  the  same  place  would  liave 
passed  through.  It  must  be  borne  in 
mind  that  the  Ironsides  was  about  twice 
the  distance  that  the  Monitors  wore. 

The  unprofessional  observer,  looking 
at  the  solid  plates  of  the  Ironsides,  as 
they  were  bent  in  but  little,  while  the 
laminated  plates  of  the  Monitors  were 
bent  considerably,  would  have  supposed 
that  the  former  had  been  the  least  dam- 
aged of  the  two;  but  the  facility  with 
which  the  laminated  plates  will  bend  with- 
out destroying  their  integrity,  and  thus 
by  degrees  absorb  the  ri>  viva  ol  the  shot, 
while  ihe  solid  slabs,  from  their  unyield- 
ing nature,  are  always  cracked  and  the 
integrity  of  the  place  struck  destroyed, 
dissipates  this  erroneous  idea.  So  it  is 
clear  that  the  most  valuable  lesson  taur^ht 
by  this  brilliant  engagement  is  a  warning 
to  the  Government  mot  to  waste  the  labor 
and  money  of  the  country  on  iron-clads 
of  doubtful  efficiency.  The  Keokuk  and 
Galena  are  warnings  which  must  not  be 
disregarded ;  and  we  take  this  occason 
to  remark,  tliat  if  the  Navy  Department 
do  not  desire  to  witness  a  similar  catas- 
trophe they  should  at  once  cause  woo<len 
backings  to  be  placed  behind  the  armor 
of  the  iron-clad  Onondaga,  which  at  pres- 
ent is  as  penetrable  as  that  of  the  poor 
Keokuk. 

Although,  at  so  great  a  distance  from 
the  scence  of  the  contlct,  it  may  be  rash 
to  express  an  opinion,  we  cannot  help  ex- 
pressing our  conviction  that  had  the  en- 
tire iron-clad  fleet  paid  its  attention  en- 
tirely to  Fort  Sumter  it  would  inevitably 
have  been  breached  and  rendered  unten- 
able.

The  following  address  has  been  issued 
in  Paris,  dated  February  l->tli-13th.  The 
French  original  is  signed  by  nearly  seven 
hundred  Protestant  clergymen  of  f' ranee, 
eight-tenths  of  the  clergy  of  all  Protes- 
tant denominations  in  that  coun  ry  : 

To  the  Pastor*  and  Afinhters  of  nil  Krnngrllcal 
Denomination*  in  fireat  Urituiui 

Brothers,  honored  and  loved  in  (iod : 
It  is  England\s  glory  that  she  has  given 
to  the  world  the  example  of  abolishing 
first  the  slave  trade  and  then  slavery  it- 
self. It  is  her  glory  that  for  sixty  years 
she  has  not  c-:;ased  to  work  for  the  extinc- 
tion of  the  traffic  in  slaves,  and  of  the 
institution  of  slavery,  at  the  cost  even,  it 
is  said,  of  fifty  millions  of  pounds  ster- 
ling. 

And  it  is,  aAer  God,  to  those  religious 
men,  to  Clarkson,  Wilberforce  and  liux- 
ton,  and  to  her  mission  societies,  that 
England  owes  that  glory.  Will  not  the 
children,  the  successors  of  these  noble 
Christian  men,  complete  this  work,  by 
urging  their  country  to  declare  in  loud 
terms  for  the  sacred  cause  of  liberty  for 
the  slaves,  in  the  terrible  struggle  now 
going  on  in  America  ? 

The  civilized  world  has  seen  nothing 
more  revolting  than  a  confederation,  for 
the  most  part  Protestant,  in  the  nine- 
teenth century  of  the  Cbristiai  era, 
leagued  together  and  demanding  their  in- 
dependence with  the  openly  avowed  in- 
tention to  maintain  and  propagate  the 
institution  of  human  slavery,  and  placing 
as  the  comer-stone  of  its  constitution  the 
system  of  slavery  as  it  exists  in  the  South- 
em  States  ;  which  may  be  defined  as  the 
ri^ht  to  treat  human  beings  as  cattle, 
with  impunity,  adulteries  and  homicides. 
^  Let  us  lay  aside  all  political  considera- 
tions :  is  there  a  Christian  who  does  not 
shudder  when  he  listens  to  the  Chief  of 
this  Confederation,  who  answers  to  a  de- 
cree of  emancipation  with  a  kind  of  men- 
ace of  extermination  ?  The  triumph  of 
such  a  cause  will  put  back  tliat  of  Chris- 
tianity and  civilization  for  a  century,  it 
will  cause  the  angels  of  heaven  to  weep, 
and  will  rejoice  the  demons  of  hell. 

Throughout  the  worid  the  supporters 
of  slaveiy  will  raise  their  heads,  aU  ready- 
as  they  are  to  reappear  at  the  first  signal 


in  Aiia,  Africa*  and  evenia  our  well  reg« 
nlated  cities  of  Europe.  It  would  prove 
a  disastrous  blow  to  the  work  of  evangel- 
ical missions.  And  what  a  terrible  respon- 
sibilv  would  weigh  upon  the  church  which 
would  remain  a  silent  witness  of  the  ac- 
eoiuplishiiient  of  so  shameful  a  triumph  ! 
If  there  be  peaceful  means  to  bring  this 
war  to  a  «lose,  and  make  it  conform  to 
the  wishes  of  all  friends  of  humanity, 
the  Christians  of  Europe  should  give  to 
the  cause  of  emancipation  such  a  hearty 
and  earnestly  expiessed  sympathy  asshall 
not  leave  to  those  who  are  fighting  for  the 
right  to  oppress  tlu^ir  fellow  men  any 
hope  of  ever  seeing  the  hand  of  Christian 
fellowship  tendered  to  them. 

Pastors,  ministers  of  all  Evangelical 
denominations  of  Englantl,  Ifeland  and 
Scotland,  we  nct^d  your  co-operation, 
your  example,  your  Influence. 

Place  yourself  at  our  head,  and  let  us 
altogether  call  for  a  great  and  peaceable 
manifestation  of  our  sympathies  for  the 
black  race,  so  long  enchained  and  debas- 
ed by  Christian  nations.  We  shall  thus 
discourage  the  partisans  of  slavery,  forti- 
fy and  flustain  those  who  are  endeavoring 
to  abolish  it,  and  thus  influence  them  to 
accept  our  counsel. 

It  is  In  free  England  that  such  mani- 
festations will  neeil  be  powerful.  May 
we  not  hope  that  if,  in  Great  Britain,  the 
voices  of  all  the  ministers  of  the  Cross  be 
raised,  while  m  France  our  voices  echo 
their  prayers  and  pleadings,  very  soon 
there  will  not  be  in  the  United  States  a 
single  black  man  who  is  not  free  ? 

May  (Jed  io  will  if,  and  ble.ss  in  Christ, 


in  our  last  neril  now — easily  and  surely 
surmounted,  if  we  fail  not  in  our  duty. 
»  Plant,  sow,  dig,  plough'— these  are  the 
watchwords  that  will  save  us.  If  th(»  ac- 
cursed love  of  gain  shall  lead*one  Con- 
federate to  plant  cotton  Instead  of  corn- 
and  tobacco  Instead  of  potatoes,  the  Yan- 
kees, who  are  eagerly  looking  on  lor  the 
success  of  their  last  hope,  will  dap  their 
hands  with  joy  at  every  new  hill  that  he 
thus  perverts  from  patriotic  purposes. 
They  will  hail  him  as  planting  for  Lincoln 
instead  of  his  country — and  they  will  hail 
him  truly.

The  Appeal  had 
strong  hopes  that  some  of  the  exploring 
craft  would  be  captured,  but  it  seems  the 
Yankee  commander  was  to  cute.

The  Proifress  htarns  that 
8'">,00<J  bonds,  'exchanged  with  the  City 
of  Raleigh,  brought  30  per  cent,  premi- 
um; $lo,000  exchanged  with  the  Raleigh 
and  Gaston  Railroad  Company,  25  per 
cent. ;  the  residue,  $-I'0,<X)U,  was  taken  at 
19^  per  cent,  premium.  The  unsuccess- 
ful bids  ranged  from  19  downward. 

— Extra-Billy  Smith  has  resigned  his 
seat  in  the  rel>el  House  of  Representa- 
tives.    Cause  not  known. 

— The  Rebel  House  on  the  Gth  was  en- 
gaged in  consideration  of  a  bill  to  provide 
lor  holding  elections  for  Representatives 
in  Congress  of  the  Confederate  States,  in 
States  occupied  by  forces  of  the  enemy. 
The  bill  provides  for  a  general  ticket  .sys- 
tem, by  authorixiiig  voting  in  the  array, 
and  by  refugees  in  any  place  of  voting  in 
the  State,  where  they  may  reside,  the 
persons  receiving  the  largest  number  of 
votes  to  be  commissioned  the  Represen- 
tatives. 

— The  Richmond  Sentinel  of  the  7  th 
says  :  It  is  said  to  be  settled  that  there 
will  be  no  election  for  Governor  in  Ten- 
nessee in  August  next,  if  the  Yankee 
Army  cotninue  to  hold  the  middle  and 
western  part  of  Tennessee.  By  virtue  of 
the  Constitution,  Gov.  Harris  holds  his  of- 
fice until  his  successor  is  elected. 

— The  Natchez  I'ourier  announces  the 
arrival  of  Gen.  Albert  Pike  in  Natchez. 

The  Jackson  Mississippian  announces 
that  Judge  Gholson  has  been  appointed 
Major  General,  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused 
by  Maj.  Gon.  Tupper's  resignation,  and 
has  accepted. 

— Forty  cents  was  refused  for  cotton 
in  Columbus,  Ga.,  on  AVednesday.  A 
few  bales  were  sold  for  42  cents.  The 
staple  has  gone  up  20  cents  a  pound — 
$100  a  bale — in  the  last  two  weeks. — 
Petersburg  Express,  April  G. 

— A  recent  investigation  by  the  "Com- 
mittee of  Safety"'  in  Mobile  has  revealed 
the  fact,  that  there  are  in  that  city  held  for 
sale,  exclusive  of  "army  stores"  4,21*1 
barrels  and  1,!>24  sacks  of  Hour,  and 
2,842  tierces  of  rice.  The  present  stock 
of  the  latter  e.xceed  the  entire  reeepts  of 
nearly  seven  months  of  1HG2.  For  the 
six  years  previous  to  the  war  to  1861  in- 
clusive, the  average  receipts  for  twelve 
months  only  reached  2,86.4  tierces.

BOATS  LE.VVI  NO  TO-DAY. 


GovEitx.MKN  r  lI.vRi>  Brkad  U.VKKRY. 
—We  yesterday  visited  the  liakery  of  Messrs. 
J.  R.  Livingston  and  H.  Morln.  who  have  a  c<>n 
tract  from  Government  for  furnishing  one  million 
pounds  of  hard  bread  to  the'  army  now  in  our 
State.  Tho  bakery  is  situated  in  the  old  ware- 
house at  the  foot  of  Robert  street,  which  is  en- 
tirely occupied  lu  the  various  processes  of  baking, 
completing  and  packing  the  bread  for  delivery. 
On  the  lower  &0>n  are  three  ovens.where  several 
thousand  lbs.  can  be  put  through  at  one  batch. 
Here  arc  also  the  m.tchines  for  kneading,  cutting, 
stamping  and  molding  the  crackers,  for  it  would 
be  Impossible  to  execute  such  a  great  amount  of 
labor  by  hand.  Tho  dough  is  tirst  mixed  up  In 
a  trough,  and  when  got  to  a  certain  consistency, 
is  placed  on  a  flat  table,  where  by  means  of 
rollers  and  other  contrivances,  worked  by 
band.  It  is  kneaded  to  the  proper  state  of 
tenacity,  and  now  resemble.s  a  large  batch  of 
clay  ready  for  the  molds  of  a  brick  yard,  jt 
Is  then  taken  to  another  machine,operated  by 
two  men,  where  it  is  rolled  out  into  great 
sheets,  three  or  four  leet  long,  about  two  feet 
wide,  and  half  an  inch  thick.  These  uheets  are 
tlien  phioM  on  a  third  m.achine,  that  cuts  them 
Into  squares,  and  punctures  them,  after 
which  they  are  piared  in  jians,  and  put  into 
an  oven.  When  they  are  sufficiently  baked,  they 
are  emptied  into  baskets,  and  carried  up  suirs  to 
become  thoroughly  dried.  Here  we  saw  a  heap 
of'hard  tack,  "  as  our  boys  call  It,  apparently 
large  enough  for  the  whole  army  of  the  North- 
west, lying  in  a  large  pile  several  feet  deep,  over 
moat  of  the  upper  tloor  of  the  large  building. 
When  it  is  thoroughly  dried,  it  is  carefully  as- 
sorted, packed  in  barrels,  and  delivered  to  the 
Commissary  Department,  where  It  is  Inspected, 
and  finally  sent  to  the  army  as  wanted.  About 
10,000  Ibfl.  of  flour  are  used  per  day,  and  about  the 
aame  namber  of  pounds  of  hard  bread  ar«  turned 
eat.    The  contract  price  Is  3  7-«  cents  per  lb.

From  the  Mankato  Record  Extra   April  '.iitli. 

In  our  last  i-ssui',  wc  <j'*^i"  ^  hastily 
written  aooount  oi  tho  Indian  raid  upon 
the  settlers  on  thf  South  branch  ot  the 
Watonwan,  '1\  miles  beyond  Aladelia. 
We  have  received  fuller  and  more  accur- 
ate information,  which  will  be  found  be- 
low. 

The  e.xpedition  under  Col.  .Marshall, 
which  left  here  on  Friday  morninjx,  reach- 
ed Madelia  that  night.  The  following 
morning,  the  Colonel,  Surgeon  Smith, 
and  Captain  Ilall,  with  a  cavalry  escort 
oi  six  men,  started  for  the  si-ene  o['  the 
murders.  They  met  Lieutenant  Hardy, 
with  two  men  aud  two  women,  wounded. 
One  of  the  men  received  a  bullet  wound  ; 
and  the  other,  two  arrow  shots — one  in 
his  breast  and  one  iu  his  left  thigh. 
Neither  of  the  men  were  censideretl  dan- 
gerous. The  women  were  Norwegians. 
One.  Mrs.  Targeson,  received  a  gunshot 
wound  in  tho  right  thigh  ;  and  the  other, 
Mrs.  Roland,  cut  and  bruised  on  the 
head,  arrow  wound  in  right  hand,  and 
ribs  broken  by  blows  with  the  butt  of  a 
gun.  In  addition  to  the  above,  Mr.  Row- 
land was  shot  through  the  thigh.  His 
boy,  four  years  old,  wxs  cut  on  tho  head 
with  a  hatchet. 

The  Colonel  found  no  buildings  within 
the  stockade,  and  the  soldiers  were  tjuar- 
tered  in  tcnt.s.  The  Colonel  directed  the 
wounded  to  be  sent  to  Madelia  and  ^lan- 
kato,  as  their  condition  would  allow. 
Five  families  were  in  the  stockade.  Three 
men  ofthe  settlement  were  reported  nii.s- 
sing,  and  not  heard  from  since  the  attack. 
One  had  gone  up  the  river  to  fish.  His 
shoes,  fish,  and  a  bag  were  found.  The 
two  others  were  out  trapping  at  the  time, 
about  six  miles  distant. 

Ericksoa,  private  m  Company  K,  and 
a  boy  12  years  old,  son  of  Mr.  Rowland, 
were  the  only  persons  known  to  be  killed. 
The  first  knowledge  of  the  presence  of 
Indians  was  about  daylight  on  Thursday 
morning,  the  ICth.  Two  Indians  entered 
the  house  of  Targeson,  a  Norwegian, 
situated  about  two  miles  ea.'^tol  the  stock- 
ade, down  the  river.  (The  stockade  is 
on  the  south  branch  of  the  Watonwan, 
and  course  of  river  east  and  west.)  Pri- 
vates Erickson  and  Hanson,  of  Company 
E,  were  sleeping  in  one  bed  on  one  side 
ofthe  room,  and  Mrs.  Targeson  in  a  bed 
on  the  opposite  side.  Mr.  T.  was  tem- 
porarily absent.  Three  shots  were  fired, 
one  taking  etlect  in  Erickson's  breast, 
killing  him  instantly,  and  another  in  Mrs. 
Targeson's  thigh.  Hanson  sprung  out  ot 
bed  and  grappled  the  foremost  Indian, 
who  stabbed  him  twice  with  arrows. 
Hanson  broke  two  arrows,  gra.<)ped  his 
gun,  and  the  Indians  fled.  If.  fired  one 
shot  after  the  Indians,  and  then  aiding 
Mrs.  Targeson,  escaped  to  the  stockade. 
While  this  wa.s  transpiring,  other  Indi- 
ans appeared  near  the  stockade,  and  two 
miles  above.  The  settlers  tied  to  the 
stockade,  some  being  warned  by  soldiers 
sent  cut  by  Lieut.  Uardy.  While  Mr. 
Rowland  and  family  were  running  in  that 
direction,  the  Indians  pursued  them  so 
closely  that  the  oldest  boy  was  killed, 
and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Rowland  aud  a  young- 
er child  wounded.  Lieut.  Hardy  deploy- 
ed his  force  of  23  men  so  as  to  cover  the 
flight  of  the  families  to  tne  stockade  as 
well  as  possible.  A  few  shots  were  e.x- 
clianged  with  Indians,  with  no  known 
effect,  e.Tccpt  the  wounding  of  private 
Small  in  the  elbow. 

The  stockade  is  about  half  a  mile  from 
the  river.  The  bank  or  river  blulF  is 
about  twenty  feet  high.  The  Indians 
kept  under  cover  of  this  bluff  and  out  of 
ran^e  on  the  north  side.  They  passed 
back  and  forth  on  the  north  side  of  the 
river  until  about  10  a.  .m.,  when  they  left 
in  a  westerly  direction.  The  best  judg- 
ment is,  that  they  numbered  4U  or  50. 
They  had  few  or  no  horses — excepting 
three  or  four  taken  from  .settlers  on  tho 
south  branch. 

From  the  moccasins  and  the  arrows — 
a  half  dozen  of  the  latter  being  taken 
from  the  killed  and  wounded — the  belief 
is  quite  positive  that  the  attacking  party 
were  wild  Sioux — not  of  the  lower  bands. 
TIjc  moccasins  were  of  buffalo  skin,  of 
that  peculiar  semi-circular  shape  common- 
ly worn  by  the  Sisseton  and  Cateau  de 
prairie  Sioux. 

Subsequent  advices  from  the  stockade, 
state  that  on  the  18th,  a  detachment  of 
cavalry  started  out  on  a  scouting  excur- 
sion, following  the  Indian  trail  a  distance 
of  about  fiVe  miles.  It  led  almost  due 
west,  towards  a  grove  that  the  Indians 
frequented  last  year. 

There  seems  to  be  little  or  no  doubt 
that  the  Indians  have  gone  to  Lake  She- 
tek  or  vicinity,  and  will  halt  there. 

The  aame  day,  the  body  of  one  of  the 
missing  men  was  found,  'lliij  name  was 
Falmer  Gibrand  or  Gilbert,  He 
scalped  and  horribly  mutilated. 

It  is  stated  that  the  Indians  drove  off 
some  cattle  belonging  t«  settlers,  which 
will  certainly  retard  theV  man-h  and 
render  their  trail  more  distinct. 


«  The  escape  of  Mrs.  Targerson,  afler 
fiilliiig  into  the  hands  of  the  Indians,  was 
rather  remarkable.  She  had  been  wouiid- 
ed  by  a  gun  shot  in  the  thigh,  which 
retarded  her  in  running,  and  enabled  the 
Indians  to  overtake  her.  They  beat  her 
iu  a  brutal  manner  over  the  head  with  the 
butts  ot  their  guns.  Some  soldiers  start- 
ed to  her  relief,  which  doubtless  causctl 
the  Indians  to  flee  before  they  had  taken 
her  life. 

The  horse  stolen  from  the  Government, 
was  in  the  stable  of  a  setter  half  a  mile 
distant  from  the  stockade. 

The  trappers  reported  mistftig,  have 
since  returned.  Tliay  were  on  the  north 
branch  of  the  Watonwan — the  Indians 
came  down  the  south  branch. 

I*CR.SL'IT  OK  THK    INIUAX.S. 

Upon  receipt  ofthe  first  intelligence  of 
an  attack.  Lieutenant  Colonel  Pfender, 
commanding  at  Fort  Ridgely,  started 
Captain  Ruble,  with  fifly  well  armed  aud 
mounted  cavalry  up  the  C'ottonwood  Val- 
ley,to  unite  with  Colonel  Marshall's  com- 
mand at  Madelia.  They  arrived  at  that 
place  on  Fiiday  night,  and  accompanied 
liy  Captain  Nix's  command,  started  for 
the  stockade  on  south  fork  of  the  Waton- 
wan. Here  an  expedition  compri.s- 
iug  the  100  cavalry,  and  several  teams 
with  forage  and  ammunition,  and  under 
command  of  Colonel  Marshall, started  on 
Sunday  morning  in  pursuit  of  the  Indians. 
It  was  the  intention  of  Colonel  Marshal 
to  go  direct  to  Lake  Shetek,  probably 
reaching  there  Sunday  evening  or  Mon- 
day morning  early.  Here  it  was  expect- 
ed the  Indians  would  camp  for  a  few  days 
tu  Iiiint  whiTc  wild  game  abounds  at  this 
season. 

bhould  they  not  be  there,  however  and 
no  traiH's  be  found  to  indicate  their  course 
Col.  Marshall  then  intended  to  mike  a 
forced  march  to  Yellow  Medicin«'.  where 
.Major  McLaren  is  stationed  with  three 
companies  ofthe  Sixth,  and  from  thence 
return  to  this  place,  via  the  valley  of  the 
Minnesota. 

Company  (j  and  K  were  left  at  Ma- 
delia, un  h  r  Major  Uradh-y,  andt-'ompany 
F,  Captain  Hall,  scut  to  the  stockade,  on 
the  Watonwan. 

.\«  iii.KM  \L  SiioTi.N*;. — On  Saturday 
la.-'t,  a  private  ol  Company  K,  stationed 
at  the  stockade  above  Madelia,  shot  him- 
.■!elfa<'cideiitly  through  the  right  breast. 
The  wound  will  probablv  prove  fatal. 

Another  ca.^e  ol  accidental  shooting 
occuretl  at  West  Mankato  on  the  same 
day.  A  pistol  in  the  hands  of  Lieut. 
Winslow  was  accideiitly  di.seharged,  e 
ball  entering  the  thigh  of  a  private  in 
company  C,  inflicting  a  flesh  wound.

On  Thursday  afternoon  last,  citizen.s  of 
New  Ulm  were  trying  a  cannon  sent  there 
liy  friends  in  Cincinnati,  thi  tiring  ot 
which  was  heard  for  several  miles  dis- 
tant. Mr.  Tuttle,  living  six  miles  be- 
yond New-UIm  at  the  same  time,  saw  an 
Indian  scout  near  his  house,  apparently 
attracted  by  the  noise  of  the  cannon.  He 
sent  a  messenger  to  New  Ulm  with  the 
intelligence,  but  before  the  cavalry  scouts 
sent  out  reached  his'place,  the  Indian  had 
disappeared.

The  telegraph  reports  another  decline  in  Gold 
in  New  York,  doubtless  owing  to  the  favorable 
news  which  we  publish  tliW  morning.  It  has  got 
down  again  to  HA.after  various  fluctuations,  each 
rii>e  being  accompanied  with  a  reaction,  that  car- 
ries it  down  still  lower  than  before.  The  Straits 
of  Mackinaw  arc  now  open,  and  business  will 
commence  lively.  This  will  draw  still  more  lieav- 
lly  on  the  currency  supply.  Apropos  of  thl^, 
we  notice  that  the  amount  of  demand  notes  still 
out,  Including  those  la.st  issued,  is  four  million 
five  hundred  and  sixty-.sevrn  thousand  dollars. 
Of  this  amount  about  a  quarter  ot  a  million  is  ou 
deposit.  The  whole  amount  of  postal  currency 
printed  is  nineteen  million  three  hundred  and 
•lixteen  thousand  dollars,  95  per  cent  of  which, 
about  fifteen  millions.  Is  In  circulation,  the  rest 
in  the  hands  of  depositories.  The  printing  Is 
stopped.  It  Is  believed  that  the  new  fractional 
currency  will  be  ready  before  the  amount  on 
baud  is  exhausted.

The  Favorite  had  on  board  some  iHK»  tons 
Ot  freight,  ineludinjj  lumber  tor  buihb"nj;s 
and    commissary    supplies,    and    after   a 
voyage  ot    six   days'  duration  reaehed   a 
point  about  two  mile»  above  the  mouth  ol 
the  Red  Wood  -V.i;eney,  whieh  was  select- 
ed by  Maior   McLaren  as  the  site  ol  the 
propo>ed  rendezvous. 

The  camp  and  ground  for  the  depot 
buildings  wa.-»  here  located  by  him  on  a 
imooth  plateau — the  second  beach  in  the 
ascent  from  the  river — containing  some 
six  hundred  acres  of  jirairie,  and  com- 
bining the  advantages  ol  a  plentiful  sup- 
ply of  water  iu  case  ot'  siege,  and  of  a 
dense  woods  about  three  (juarters  of  a 
mile  distant,  while  it  commands  all  the 
approaches  to  it  on  all  sides. 

The  camp    is    very  finely    situated.    A 
diagram  may   be  seen   at   headijuarters. 
Captain  William   Kimball  was    placed  in 
charge  of  the    construction  of  the    depot 
buildings,  some  lumber  for  that    purpose 
having  been  taken  up.     The  saw  mill  at 
the  Lower  Agencv,  which,  for   a  wonder 
escaped  the  ravages  of  the  Sioux    is  run- 
iiing  for  the  [uirpose  of  sawing  a  further 
supply.     The   mill    is   in   the   charge  ol 
(  aptain    Chase,    of    the   'Jth   Regiment. 
About  twenty  men  are   employed   in   it. 
The  Commissary  Department  is  in  charge 
of  Captain  T.    M.    Xewson.     Af^er   the 
stores  were  unloaded   and  covered  with 
boards.  Captain  Grant  was   left   in  com- 
mand. 

*  >n  their  way  up  they  saw  two  Indians 
at  the  mottth  of  the  Red  Wood  running 
up  the  bluff.  As  they  could  easily  have 
concealed  themselves  from  view,  it  was 
inferred  that  they  showed  themselves  so 
openly  in  the  hope  that  some  of  our 
soldiers  might  be  sent  alter  them  and  fal 
into  the  ambu.sh  which  they  doubtless 
bad  prepared  to  receive  them. 

I'rairie  fires  filled  the  horizon  on  the 
south  side  of  the  river,  an  unmistakable 
indication  of  the  presence  of  (ndiaus. 
These  fires  wer.i  chiedy  seen  on  the 
Thursday  night  following  the  attack  on 
the  Watonwan  settlement. 

?Iajor  MiLaren  ileserves  great  credit 
for  the  judgment  and  skill  displayed  by 
him  in  the  conduct  of  this  expedition.

The  city  was  greatly  excited  yesterday 
afternoon    by    the  intelligence    that    the 
steamer    Favorite,    from  Mankato,  which 
passed   quietly    down    the    river  without 
stopping   at  this  p*  int,   had  on  board  tlic 
coiulenined  Sioux  who  have  been  impris- 
oned   at  Mankato  dnce    last    lall.     This 
nakcil    lact    alone    Ijeing   known  withoi^t 
any    explanation,     laulkcd    curiosity    re- 
venged  itself  in    a  hundred    rumors    de- 
rogatory to  the  jH-rpetrators  of  tliat  neat 
little  practical  joke    and  a  vastamoimt  of 
popular  indigiutioii  was  expeiiued  on  the 
theory    that  the    liitiiaiis  were    to  be  car- 
ried   up  the  Misaou  i   river  and  let  loose 
on  th','  new    Sioux  leservation   near  Fort 
Randall,  to  join  Li  tie  Crow    and  renew 
their  old    habits  ol   massacre    and  pilla;;e 
on  our  frontier.     ^\  e  are  glad  to  be  able 
to  dissipate  these   sumbre  ap[>rehensions. 
The  lacts  in  the  cast  are  a>  fullows: 

Several  weeks  agi>  the  (iovcriiuiciit  dc- 
termiiied  upon  and   ordered  ♦.he   removal 
of  the    condemned    ])rIsoiiers    to    Daven- 
port, Iowa,  as  the    ..fficials    say,    thoii;^h 
we  are  informed  on   good  authority  that 
Rock    Island,  on  the    other   side   of    the 
river,  is  their  actual  destination,  there  to 
be  kept  at  hard    lab  )r,  probably  for  life, 
under  a  military  guwrd.     The    execution 
of  the  order  lor  the  removal  was  eMrust- 
ed  to  the  military  autfiorities  of  this  State. 
As  it  was  known  thai    the  removal  ol  the 
Indians    without  inllii-ting   upon  tlietu  the 
puniahujcnt  which  th.-ir   crimes  so    richly 
deserved,     would     excite     deep   feeling 
among  the  people,  and  as  the  determin.a- 
tion  had  been  freely  I'xpressed    h\  num- 
bers of  citizens    that    the    Indians  should 
never  leave  Mankato  alive,  it  was  nec^s- 
sary  that  the  utmost  -ecrecy,  caution  and 
dispatch  should  be  ol  served  in  the  affair. 
The  steamer  Favor  te  had   been  up  to 
Red  Wood  with  army  itores  for  the  new 
post  established  then  ,  and    on    her  wav 
dowr.    Colonel  Milltr,    commandant   a' 
Mankato.  informed   (aptain    Hutchinson 
that  he  had  use  for  hi .  boat.     His  prepa- 
rations for  the    remov  al  of  tlie   prisoners 
to  the  boat  were  made  quietly,  and  with- 
out attracting  the  notice  or   exciting  the 
suspicions   of  the    citizen.'".     Everything 
being  in  readiness,  early  on  the  morning 
of  the  JiM   inst..  a  company  of  infantry 
was  deployed  on   each  side  of  the  prison 
to  the  river,  forming  a  wall  of  bayonets, 
concealing  what  was  gomg on.  Thedoorof 
the  log-jail  was  thrown  open  and  the  con- 
demned Indians,  "Jur     n    number.  p.asscd 
through    the   guard-ht  use   to   the    lower 
deck  of  the     steamer.     Those    acquittefl 
by  the  Military  Comn  ission,  48  in  nun.- 
ber,  who  have  also  b<  en   kept  in  prison, 
were  taken  up  on   the   boiler   deck  to  be 
left  at   Fort   Snelling.     Twenty-four  In- 
dian women,    who   had   been  carried  up 
from  Fort   Snelling   tf    Mankato   on  the 
upward  trip   ol    the    -'avorite.    so  as  to 
a-oid   detention   in   ci'tuing  down,  were 
put  on  board   to   serve  as   cooks  for  the 
condemned  prisoners.     The  Colonel's  ar- 
rangements were  so  cotnplete  and  the  de- 
portation was  conducted   so  qiiietiv,  that 
when  the   Favorite   nu  ved  off,    but   few 
persons  in  Mankato  km  w  that  she  had  on 
board  the  execrated  sav  ages  on  whom  the 
population  of  the    frontier   had  vowed  to 
intlict  the  punishment  uhich  the  Govern- 
ment withheld. 

The  Indians  are  guarded  in  their  tran- 
sit down,  by  Company  C,  of  the  7th  Reg- 
iment, under  command  of  Capt.  Hurt. 
Major  J.  R.  Brown  and  Capt.  Davis 
Redfielil  accompany  th«  m  in  the  capacitv 
of  Commissioners  and  Superintendents. 
Dr.  H.  Seigneurat  att<  nds  them  as  their 
Physician. 

The  steamer  goes  dicct'to  Davenport, 
Iowa,  and  has  orders  not  to  stop  at  anv 
point,  except  for  woo  1,  and  then,  only 
at  a  distance  from  towns;  and  to  return 
to  St.  Paul  as  soon  as  jtossiblc.

During  the  trip  down  an   ofKcer   who 
was  on  board  informs  us  that  the  Indians 
were  almost  [constantly    engaged   in   the 
devotional  exercises  whieh  they  had  been 
taught  during  the  winter  by  the  pious  la- 
bors of  Dr.  Williamson   who  has  devoted 
himself  unremittingly   ro   their   spiritual 
welfare.     The  seclusion  and  isolation  ol 
their  prison  life,  their   withdrawal   from 
the  fierce  excitements  aid  desultory  pur- 
suits of  the  savage,and  tl  e  imminent  pros- 
pect of  death — allcombir  ed  to  render  their 
wild  but  essentially  relipous  nature  keen- 
ly sensitive  to  the  awful  inculcations   of 
the  Christian's  creed.    Many  of  them  had 
been  taught  to  read,  ar  d  had  been  pro- 
vided with   hymn   book.)   and   Bibles   cr 
Testaments  in  their  owr  lenguage  by  the 
faithful  care  of  their  religious   teachers. 
In  the  evening  they  held  a  prayer  meet- 
ing of  four  hours'  durati  )n. 

It  was  a  thrilling  and  suggestive  8i<»ht 
to  witness  these  savage  children  of  the 
wilderness — the  hands  of  many  of  them 
red  with  the  innocent  b  ood  of  men  and 
women  and  children— sitting  in  their 
shackles  on  the  low,  c  ark  deck— their 
sombre  faces  lit  up  with  the  red  glare  of 
the  furnace  fires,  and  singing  praises  to 
the  white  man's  God  in  old  Presbyterian 
tunes— rudely  rendered  ii  deed,  with  some- 
thing of  the  savage  and  »  reary  monotone 


of  tho  war  song  In  this  Christian  hymning 
—  but  still  with  a  melody  of  its  own,  that 
touched  the  heart  of  hearer  and  spectator. 
After  the   singing  an   Indian  arose   and 
read  a  chapter  from  his  Dakota  Testa- 
ment, and  then  thoy  all  knelt  down  in  the 
attitude  of   worship :  one   af>cr    another 
followed  in  prayer,  in  the  low,  sweet  un- 
dertone,  like  a  prolonged  echo    from  a 
distance,  which  fascinates  the  guest  of  an 
Indian  lodge.     This  strange  spectacle  of 
Christian   worship,  conducted  with  such 
grave  and  solemn   unconsciousnesss,  on 
the  lower  ilet  k  of  a  3Iississippi  steamer, 
l)y  this  grotcs(|ue  congregation  of  savages, 
condeiiined    lor     crimes    whose     recital 
makes    the  l)looiI   run  (old,  is  one  of  the 
most  niiiarkalilc    episodes  in   the  history 
ol     thi>    Iniliaii    war.      L'ndoubtediy,    to 
many  of  the  deck  hands  and  lircnicn  who 
witnessed  the  scene,  these  prayers  offered 
up  to  (Jod  ill  the  iniknown   tongue  of  a 
savage  race,  was  the  liist  act  of  Christian 
worship  which  they  had  attciulcd  lor  many 
vears.

.\s  the  steamer  approached  Fort  Snel- 
ling through  the  tortuous   channel  of  the 
Minnesota,  the  red    blankets  of  the   In- 
dians on  boad  were  discovered, while  still 
miles  away,  by   some  of  the  Sioux   under 
Government  protection  at  Fort  Snelling, 
who  were  fishing  on  the  bank  of  the  river. 
The    news    that     something    interesting 
was  coming   was  telegraphed    from    one 
strolling  Indian  to  another  hy  shouts  and 
waving  blankets,    and  in    a  few   minutes 
reached    the   ludi.an  encampment  at  the 
Fort.  The  whole  crowd  of  Indians,  men, 
women  and  children    poured  out  of  their 
encampment,  watching  the   progress   of 
the  steamer  with  strained  eves  and  eacer 
exi)ectancy.     As  she  approached  nearer 
they   too    caught  sight  of  the  blanketed 
forms    aiitl  the   easily   recognized   Sioux 
head   dress.     They   readily  divined  that 
these   were  the   friends,  or  such  as  sur- 
vived theexecutioner,  Iromwhomthey  had 
been  separated  last  (all  at  Fort  Ridgley. 
Wliere  were  they  going  .■* 

Moved  by  a  common  impuUe  the  whole 
throng  of  eager   and   aiixiou.<i   spectators 
rushed  to  the  levee  to  await  the  arrival  of 
the  steamboat  and  jjerhaps  to  greet  and 
rejoice  the  husbands,    brothers   and  sons 
whom  they  had   scarcely   dan'd  to   hope 
*,hey  should  be  allowed  to  see  alive  again. 
Col.  Crooks  had   provided  for  the  emer- 
gency by   stationing  a   company  on  the 
Levee, which,  when  the  lx)at  arrived,  form- 
ed an  impassable  barrier  between  the  In- 
dians   on    shore    and   their    condemned 
and    shackled    relatives    of  whom   thev 
caught  glimpses  on  board. 

The  forty-eight  unconvicted  Indians  be- 
fore referred  to,  were  quickly  put  ashore, 
the  plank  drawn  in,  and  the    boat  pushe<l 
off  again  on    its  voyage,    when  the   poor 
Indiar.  women,  the    wives    and    mothers, 
whose  husbands  and  sons  were  not  in  the 
released    number,    saw     the  boat    mov- 
ing off  without  discharging  theirrelatives, 
with  frantic    dismay.      With   that    quick- 
ness ol  apprehension  which  distinguishes 
the  Indian,  they    came  to  the   cor.«-lusion 
that  they  were  to  be  taken  somewhere  to 
be  hung.     Tlif  scene    which   ensued  was 
pitiable  in  the   extreme,    and    defies    de- 
scription.    As  the  bo.at    moved    off  with 
all  their  wild  hearts  held   dear,  snatching 
them  again    from  the   arms  already  out- 
stivtehed  in  joyful  welcome,  to  take  them  to 
a   horrible    death,    the  wfiole  vast  crowd 
ol  savage  forms  writhed   in  the  agony  of 
disappointment,  ami  a  wail  of  grief  went 
up  from  hundreds    of    shrill,  wihl    voices 
which  it  was  heart-rending  to  hear.    The 
poor  creatures   Hung  themselves   on   the 
ground,  and  pulled  their  hair,    and    beat 
their  breast.-j  with  the  anguish  of  the  sud- 
den revulsion  from  hope    to    despair.      If 
they  might  only    speak    to    their   beloved 
ones  :     Hut  no  ;  sternly  and  exorably  as 
Fate,  the  boat  moves  on   and   their   last 
hope  fades  away  as  it  disappears    in    the 
distance. 

Capt.  Crooks  called  the  poor  despair- 
ing creatures  together  in  council,  and 
through  an  interpretor,  explained  to  them 
that  the  Indians  on  board  the  boat  were 
not  to  be  hung,  but  to  be  carried  down 
the  river  to  a  more  convenient  place, 
and  placed  under  another  guard.  This 
assurance  calmed  them  somewlat,  but 
the  air  was  still  filled  with  their  lamenta- 
tions as  il  they  mourue<l  the  dead.

-auntlet  of  W  arrenton,  Grand  Gulf,  and  Port 
Hudson,  rather  than  stav  where  he  was  with  the 
probability  of  b«>ing  forwd  to  destroy  his  own 
vessels  or  eventually  surrendci    thcni.

I  perceive  that  my  hafte  in  writing 
my  last  letter  made  me  overlook  several 
errors  of  tautolgy,  and  otherwise,  which 
it  is  not  worth  while  now  to  correct. 

The  health  of  our  regiment  is  rcmarka- 
able  ;  not  one  is  now  dangerously  sick, 
none  have  died  since  we  left  Minnesota, 
and  all  seem  <|ulte  cheerful,  and  ready  to 
do  any  necessarj-  work,  Wc  do  not  mean 
to  flatter,  but  must  sav  that  our  surgeons 
are  the  most  active,  vigilant,  untiring  of- 
ficers we  have  ever  known  in  this  depart- 
ment They  watch  constantly  the  health 
of  the  men,  and  do  not  depend  on  splen- 
did cases,  but  common  seiu^e  in  the  use 
of  preventives,  and  all  sanitary  means. 

Col.  Griggs  is  still  making  Union  men 
glad  and  traitors  quail ;  his  vigor  is  doing 
a  va^t  amount  of  good  outside  of  his  im- 
mediate command.  Our  contrabands  arc 
all  put  to  work  for  the  Government,  and 
are  very  useful  about  the  post.  Co'.onel 
Griggs  pressed  a  large  number  to  work 
on  our  enti-euchments,  wluVh  are  very 
nearly  complete.  Wc  do  not  fear  any 
number  of  rebels  that  can  be  sent  against 
us,  and  intend  to  be  always  ready.  This 
ri\  er  has  become  snddcnly  important  to  us 
as  time  will  develop.  A  large  number  of 
boats  have  gone  up  within  the  last  two 
days.     Wc  cannot  tell  wberefore. 

The  sentiment  of  loyalty  is  rapidly 
growing  among  onr  soldiers,  and  disgust

The    dimensions   o.»    the  Confoderate 

loau  are  shrinking  from  day  to  day.     It 

made  its  first   appearance  m  the  money 

market  at  a  nominal  preminm  of  five  per 

cent  ,  but  inasmnth  as  it  vas  taken  at  a 

discount  of   ten  per  c.nt..  the  borrower 

receiving  but  ninety  oents  on  the  dollar. 

It  was  thou  at   f.ve  per  oent.  below  par. 

In  a  dav  or  two  the  premium  dwindled  to 

four  per  cent.,  then  to  three,  to  two  and 

a  half,  to  two.  to  one  per  .-ent..  ami  hnal- 

ly  the  sto.k  be-an  to  sink  below  par.  and 

«t  the  last  advices  was  still  declining. 

There  is  notliins  to  prevent  a  Imt  er 
decline  ;  there  is.  in  lact.  every  reason 
to  expect  it.  It  is  suppose.!  by  many 
shrewd  persons  In  Kiirope.  that  the  prin- 
cipal sub^criU'rs  to  the  loan  had  already 
made  to  the  n-bJ  government,  in  one 
wav  or  another,  large  adv.nnee..  ol'  funds, 
and  that  they  received  c.rtlHcates  ci  --lock 
bv  wav  o<  such  security  as  that  goveni- 
m'ent  could  give.  At  this  rate  the  loan 
was  but  the  funding  o(  a  stale  debt-an 
old  friend  ot  the  rebels  with  a  new  face. 
The  subscribers  to  the  loan,  by  selling 
their  scrip,  might  thus  obtain  trom  the 
credulous  buver  a  part  of  what  they  had 
improvide.nly  lent.  The  way  of  ac-onnt- 
in'4  for  the  loan  is  not  imurobable. 

But  whether  this  be  so  or  not.  the  loan 
cannot  have  any  hold  on  the  puMic  confi- 
dence,  even    with  >uch  help  as   it  has  re- 
ceived from  the   publication  of  the  letter 
of  Lord  Lyon>  on  the  state  ot  parties  in 
the  North,   and  the  carping  note  ol  Earl 
Russell  relating  to  Mr.  Lincoln's  procla- 
mation.    The  money  market  ot  Europe 
must    be   greatly   di-tempered   to  allow 
such  a  loan  to  n-tain  the  factitious  credit 
with  which  the  tricks  ot  the  brokers,  who 
assisted  at    its  birth,  contrived    to  invest 
it.     The   loan  lia.s  been  taken,  nominally 
at  least,   but  the  government    which  is  to 
repay  it   n  yet    in    embryo,    and.    ever^ 
money   lender   in  Europe    knows,    may 
prove   an   abortion.     Capitalist.s  are  not 
in  the   habit   of  trusting   their  money  to 
possible  governments,     to    communities 
the    independent    existence  of  which  no- 
body acknowledges ;    to  nations  yet  un- 
born,   and   which  may  never  .see  the  day 
of  their  birth. 

Whatever   may  be  said  of  the  contest 
in  which  the  North  and  South  are  engag- 
ed, there  is   no  progress   making,  there 
has  been  none  made  within  the  last  year, 
towards  the   separate    existence  of  what 
are  called  the  Confederate  States.     They 
have   dwindled   in  territory,   they   have 
diminished  in  population,  they  have  grown 
poorer   in   every    resource ;  their   white 
population  is    nearly   all    in    the   army, 
where  it  may  be  destroyed  by  well-direct- 
ed military  movements,  and   their  black 
population  is  arming  to  complete  the  sub- 
jugation of  its   rebel   masters.     There  is 
nothing  to  induce  a  sane  man  in  Europe 
to  touch  the   smallest  tatter  of  Confeder- 
ate scrip,  except  with  the  idea  of  getting 
rid  of  it  spee<'ily,   by   passing  it  over  to 
some  person  more  credulous  than  himself. 
The  decline  in  its    market  price  has  only 
just  begtin,  and  as  it  goes  on  will  furnish 
— unless  the  stock  should  disappear  from 
the  daily  quotations — an  indication  of  the 
state  of  rebel   credit,    to  which  it  may  be 
instructive  from  time  to  time  to  refer. 

But  it  cannot  long  keep  its  place  in  the 
a.hedule  of  things  bought  and  sold.  By 
and  by  it  must  remove  to  the  liinbo  of 
things  lost  on  earth,  and  those  who  are  in 
the  habit  of  quoting  Shakespeare  will  say 

of  it :

AiMericiaM  Hilver  ia  Caaiada. 

There  is  so  great  a  glut  of  American 
silver  in    Canada,    that  in  some  places  it 
has   fallen   20  per  cent  below  par.     The 
question.  What  to  do  with  our  silver?  has 
greatly  puzzled  theCanadians,  and  event- 
ually a  motion  has  been  made  in  the  Leg- 
islature to  make  it  a  legal  tender.     Here- 
tofore it  passed  for   four  per  cent  more 
than   British   silver;    but  the   influ.x  has 
been  go  great  that  hanks  refuse  to  lend 
on   it   or   take   it   on   deposit,    railroad 
corporations  refuse   it   for  fare,  and  mer- 
chants decline  to  receive  it  except  at  the 
rate  of  80  or  90  cents  on  the  dollar.  The 
Canadian  journals   hope   that  something 
will  be  done  to  give  it  a  stable  position, 
and  discourage  its  undue  importation,  yet 
they   deprecate     any    le^lation     which 
would   exclude  it   altogether,    as  an  evil 
greater  even  than  the  present  plethora.

The  libra- 
has  already  enriched  the  cases 
with  .tboiit  ten  thousjind  rich  volumes  of 
literature  in  many  branches  of  learning, 
and  he  is  now  at  the  North  adding  to  the 
stock.  ITie  capacity  of  the  cases  will 
exceed  fifty  thousand  volumes,  and  these 
generally  of  the  larger  size  of  l)ooks.

If  *o,  it  has  made  bank- 
rupt one  empire,  caused  the  death  of  the 
(ireatest  emperor  of  the  age,  established 
another  on  his  tlwonc,  broken  the  power 
of  the  nobles  in  Rusiia,  freed  the  serfs, 
rendered  thousands  of  women  husband- 
less  and  childless,  killed  more  than  one 
general,  made  or  ruined  the  reputation  of 
others,  and  made  h  mdreds  of  our  best 
families  mourners.  It  had  first  fed  pub- 
lic opinion,  impre9>ed  it  with  an  idea, 
and  then  by  constan:  iteration  rendered 
this  idea  a  reality.  ^ 

— Some  of  the  mc  it  distinguished  en- 
gineers in  France  are  said  to  have  ap- 
proved a  plan  for  a  milway  from  Paris  to 
Marseilles  by  which  the  journey,  which 
now  consumes  eighteen  hours,  may  be 
made  in  one  hour  ard  a  half.  The  dis- 
tance is  five  hundred  and  ten  miles.

— Bermuda  letters  explain  the  circum- 
stances that  led  to  the  rumor  of  Admiral 
Wilkes' arrest  by  tl«  Cuban  anthorities. 
It  appears  that  an  English  war  rteamer, 
when  entering  a  port  in  Cuba,  was  fired 
at  by  two  United  :>tates  vessels,  under 
the  idea  that  itvas  a  rebel  privateer. 
Tlie  difficulty  was  easily  settled  by  the 
prompt  explanation  of  the  American  of- 
ficers to  the  English  captains,  when  they 
discovered  their  mi  itake.

An  imoftcnsc  Union  meeting  was  held 
at  Hamilton,  Butler  county,  Ohio,  last 
Saturday,  at  which  *-'O,0n<)  persons  were 
prcsen'.  .Speeches  were  made  by  (Jen. 
Burnside,  Governors  Tod  and  Morton 
and  other.'^.  Gen.  Burnside  was  received 
with  thunders  of  applause.  He  spoke  as 
follows : 

My  Fiuknds  :    If  I  had  the  faculty  of 
speaking  in  public,  it  would  not  be  prop- 
er for  mc   here   to  speak   to   you  at  any 
length.     I   came   to  this  Department  for 
the  purpose  of   attending  to  military  du- 
ties and  with  no  intention  of  taking  part, 
or  mixing,  further   than  I  could  help,  in 
the  administration   of  civil  affairs.     I  tlo 
not  come  here    to-day   to  Identify  myself 
by  remarks,  with   any   political  creed  or 
doctrine,   but    to    meet  and  confer  with 
the  friends  of  the  country.     I  came  here 
to  meet  the   loyal   citizens    of  the  neigh- 
borhood, many  of  whom  knew  me  in  my 
childhood,  and  as  I  could  not  see  them  all 
North  I  singly,  this  aflordcd    me  an  excellent  op- 
portunity to  make  luy  acknowledgements 
for  the  interest    they    have    shown  in  my 
welfare.     Therefore  I  may  be  excused  for 
absence    from   headquarters    for    a    few- 
hours.     It    certainly    atl'ords    mo    great 
pleasure  to   meet   my   friends  who   have 
done  me    the    honor  of   coming  here  to 
meet  mc,   and   especially   to   learn   that 
there  are  so  many  earnest  hearts  interest- 
ed in    the  cause    of  the    country.     1  am 
blessed  with   little   more  authority   than 
you  here  in    suppressing  treason  and  all 
those  acts  which  go  toVreate  dissension  ; 
and  I  deem  It  the  duty  of  every  iiLin  and 
woman  to  aid  me  in  this  work.      [Cheers, 
and  we  will.] 

It  may  not  be  amiss  lor  me  to  say 
something  to  you  of  my  general  view.s  as 
to  the  result  of  this  war.  and  something 
of  my  creed,  in  which  1  shall  ri>k  tepcat- 
ing  some  remarks  which  you  may  have 
already  seen  in  print.  I  came  here  with 
the  full  belief  that  we  shall  ultimately 
succeed,  and  rcsoUed  to  devote  whatever 
of  physical  strength  and  niental  ability  I 

riosselis  to  the  suppression  ot  this  rebel- 
ion.  I  do  not  believe  this  rebellion  can 
succeed  because  it  originated  in  wrong. 
[Cheers.]  1  bellev**  our  Government 
will  succeeil  because  I  know  it  originated 
in  right.  [Cheers.]  It  will  most  un- 
doubtedly maintain  its  integrity,  if  we 
ourselves  use  the  powers  God  has  given 
us  to  help  sustain  it. 

I  said  to  vou  bclbrc.  lellow-citizens,  1 
am  not  In  the  habit  of  aildressing  assem- 
blies. I  will,  in  conclusion,  only  thank  you 
for  the  kind  manner  in  which  you  have 
chosen  to  receive  me.  and  express  the 
hope  that  tht*  time  may  soon  come  when 
wc  shall  again  be  enjoying  the  blessings 
of  peace— of  a  substantial  peace  which  we 
can  all  sustain.  [Three  times  tlue<' 
rou.sing  eheers  were  heie  given  for  Bum- 
side  and  Fredericksburg.]

A  letter  from  an  olUcer  of  tbc  Forty- 
fourth  Massachusetts  regiment  give*  a 
connected  aceount  of  aflairs  at  Washing- 
ton, North  Carolina,  up  to  the  lOtli  inst. 
The  first  intimation  of  an  intended  rebel 
atUck  was  received  March  3tnh,  when  a 
negro  who  had  been  into  the  interior  re- 
ported that  he  had  seen  seven  thousand 
rebels  with  forty  pieces  of  artillery 
marching  upon  the  place,  and  that  other 
forces  were  coming  by  different  routes. 

Reconnoissjinces  were  at  once  sent  out, 
and  the  rebels  discovered  at  various 
points.  On  the  31st  a  company  of  loyal 
North  Carolinians  holding  an  advanced 
position  were  attacked  and  driven  in.  A 
gunboat  which  had  dropped  down  the 
river  was  also  attacked,  and  several  of 
her  guns  disabled.  The  rebels  used 
Whit*eworth  guns,  fiirnished,  of  course, 
by  "neutrals"  over  the  water.  On  the 
3d  it  was  ascertained  that  the  rebels  had 
additional  guns  mounted.  Firing  con- 
tinued between  the  gunboats  and  rebel 
batteries,  and  one  of  the  guns  of  the  lat- 
ter was  seen  to  be  dismounted. 

On  the  night  of  the  3d  the  gunboat 
Ceres  ran  U»e  blockade,  bringing  am- 
munition for  the  fort  and  gunboats. 
On  the  4th  a  small  battery  in  front  of  the 
fort  opened  fire,  and  the  fort  replied,  dis- 
mountuig  one  of  their  cuns,  when  the 
firing  ceased.  On  the  5th  provender  for 
the  horses  gave  out,  and  the  families  of 
the  town  were  declared  to  be  destitute. 
On  the  7  th,  the  rebels  opened  fire  on  the 
gunboats,  and  also  fired  fifty-three  dis- 
charges at  the  town,  but  without  doing 
any  injur}'.  Meanwhile  entrenchments 
of  our  forces  were  greatly  strengthened, 
the  men,  though  reduced  to  three-fourths 
rations,  working  with  unflagging  spirit. 
On  the  9th,  another  vessel  ran  the  block- 
ade, with  ammunition,  and  on  the  10th 
the  rebels  again  opened  a  fire  upon  the 
fort,  and  kept  it  up  for  half  an  hour.  Two 
shells  struck  inside  the  fort ;  two  shot 
went  through  the  Hag  of  the  fort ;  quite  a 
number  of  shots  strucK  the  entrenchments, 
but  no  one  was  injured  on  our  side.  A 
day  or  so  subse<iuently,  tho  garrison  was 
relieved ;  and  are  now  safe  against  any 
force  the  enemy  may  bring  against  them.

A  correspondent  of  the  Philadelphia  In- 
quirer, on  board  of  one  of  the  blockading 
Teasels  ofl' Charleston,  writes  thus  ol  the 
dithculties  of  the  blockading  service  : 

"Keeping  a  blockade  may  seem  to  the 
unitiated  a  very  easv  task,  but  when  I 
saw  the  rebel  batteries  lining  the  shore, 
mounting  rifled  guns,  which  throw  four 
miles  and  a  lialf,  thereby  causing  our  ves- 
sels to  lay  out  from  tbe  shore  that  dis* 
tance,  I  could  well  imagine  how  a  fast 
English  steamer  running  sixteen  miles  an 
hour,  piloted  by  a  renegade  American, 
assisted  by  signal  lights  on  the  rebel 
shore,  could  come  up  in  the  dark,  and, 
watching  her  chance,  run  in  under  the 
protection  of  the  rebel  guns,  and  then 
pass  up  to  Wilmington.  These  block- 
ade runners  always  time  tlieniselves  so 
that  they  will  reach  a  blockade  port  about 
three  o'clock  in  the  morning.  Our  ves- 
flels  can,  of  course,  show  no  lights,  as 
that  would  indicate  their  whereabouts  to 
the  runners ;  while,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  signal  fires  on  the  rebel  shore  plainly 
show  to  the  runners  not  only  their  prop- 
er course  and  the  location  of  friendly  bat- 
teries, but  also  the  position  of  the  block- 
ading fleet.  It  is  a  wonder  to  mc,  con- 
sidering the  extent  of  coast  to  be  guarded 
and  the  facilities  offered  to  blockade  run- 
ners, that  our  vessels  have  ever  succeed- 
ed in  making  a  capture.  Desides,  at 
night,  when  not  moonlight,  you  cannot 
see  beyond  half  a  mile  on  the  water."

The  London  Times  has  an  editorial 
on  the  seizure  of  the  steamer  Peterhoff, 
contending  that  it  was  unjustified.  It 
says  it  is  not  as  a  mere  act  of  judgment 
right  or  wrong  thjit  the  capture  of  the  Pe- 
terhoff is  to  be  regarded,  but  as  an  ex- 
pression of  the  policy  pursued  by  the  par- 
ticular government.  If  a  Spanish  or 
Austrian  officer  had  made  a  mistake  with 
a  British  merchantman,  nobody  would 
ever  dream  of  anticipating  mischief  from 
the  occun«nce ;  but  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment is  now  advancing  extraordinary  pre- 
tentions by  the  select  agency  of  an  offi- 
cer whose  conduct  has^already  been  con- 
demned. 

The  seizure  of  the  PcterhofT,  whatever 
it  may  be,  is  not  a  natural  error  of  a  per- 
son inexperienced  in  public  law.  It  is  a 
deliberate  attempt  to  extend  and  magni- 
fy the  powers  of^the  blockade;  nor  is  it 
indeed  the  first  step  of  the  Federals  in 
tliat  direction.  They  have  already  almost 
blockaded  certain  ports  of  our  own  in 
their  eagerness  to  intercept  traffic  be- 
tween these  ports  and  others ;  and  at  last 
they  have  gone  the  length  of  espying  in- 
choate adventures  in  this  country ;  put- 
ting their  own  construction  on  iiiercan- 
tile'^  speculations ;  proscribing  ships  be- 
fore hand  by  name,  and  seizing  them 
without  reference  to  destination  or  cargo 
whenever  they  can  be  pounced  upon  at 
sea. 

We  have  no  doubt,  in  short,  that 
Wilkes  carried  precise  instructions  to 
capture  the  Peterhoff.  We  believe,  also, 
she  may  bo  released  afler  more  or  less 
detention,  and  compMRnsation,  perhaps, 
paid  on  demand.  The  Unionist*  will 
find  their  own  recompense  in  the  com- 
mand acquired  over  the  commerce  of  the 
8ea.s  and  the  alarui  communicated  to  tra- 
ders ;  but  it  can  hardly  be  denied  that 
such  proceedings  call  for  serious  atten- 
tion on  the  part  of  our  Government.

It  wm»  good  for  n*.  he  *»U1.  sometime*  to  step 
•  titie  from  our  cTcryday  walk.*  Into  that  great 
house  whlPh  f.od  i»  building  in  this  univeiw— 
iho  house,  tmin.  ly,  o«  human  hi>tory,  that  we 
inriy  hooorao  strong  for  our  dally  sf  rugjile— stroug 
ill  jHtti^ncc  and  tni»t,  in  the  uphoKUujC  eou- 
POiousneM  that  tlii*  i*  not  the  Derll"*  world,  but 
that  of  a  wi!».-,  Rootl  aad  gracious  l'ro»ldencc. 
Every  life,  fiooil  or  bad.  Is  buUded  iuto  the  walls 
of  thi*  structure,  lor  the  great  Architert  upholds 
all.  It  was,  how.'ver,  to  own  his  audience  In 
this  great  house  of  history,  that  he  had  evoked 
thera  together  thi<  .'v.-uiug.  to  Uke  them 
by  the  hand  as  friends,  and  conduct  thero 
iuto  tke  inner  life  of  the  great -pi-rhaps  the 
greatest— worthy  of  the  £lliab«>thaia  period  of 
KuglanJ.  He  alluded,  as  the  title  of  his  loctnre 
would  show,  to  the  life  of  John  Milton.  He  was 
bt>rn  at  the  oloso  of  this  Augustan  era,  which  at 
Its  prime  was  ftitl  of  jjeulus  in  every  direction— 
In  art  and  practical  aBjirs.in  philosophy  and  poe- 
trv,  in  hiitory  and  navigation.  It  wa.^  th«  time 
oi  .*;hakspeare  and  .lohusoii,  of  IMuUip  Sidney 
and  Wa«hington,  of  Baleigh  and  Bacon,  and  that 
fuimenye  gaxy  of  intellects  which  has  no  parallel 
in  the  history  of  nations. 

lie  g«TC  a  brief  account  of  Milton's  parentage, 
and  brought  before  our  eyes,  the  house  in  Broad 
street,  London,  where  the  p«»et  was  born.  The 
Kreet  event— great  to  history  a^  well  as  literature 
— oecured  on  the  !)tli  of  I>ecember,  l«i<W.  Milton 
inherit'Hl  his  lore  of  music  from  his  fiither— hi* 
I'uritan  father— who  was  not  only  a  performer 
on  iuu«ical  instruments — but  a  composer  .ilso. 
Ihe  young  poet  waa  encouraged  by  his  father  to 
«it  up — much  too  late  a;  nights — for  the  purposes 
of  study;  aod  at  a  very  early  age  he  was  profi- 
cient in  much  learning,  and  understood  two,  at 
least,  of  the  ancient  languages.  He  was  sent  to 
Christ's  College,  at  Cambridge,  quite  wrly  in  life, 
and  was  noted  there  tor  his  line  tuanners,  his 
varied  scholarship,  and  his  almost  womanly  b<<Au- 

Milton  was  puizled  what  calling  in  Uie  he 
should  follow  after  he  lia.l  taken  his  degree.  He 
resolved  to  wait  for  the  solution  of  his  life  prob- 
lem until  Uod's  liaud  should  strike  thu  Hock.  H^ 
studied,  and  thought,  communed  with  C,od  in  his 
retirement,  aud  presently  bethought  him  that 
toreigu  travt-1  would  improve  both  his  miud  and 
body.  Acting  upon  this  thought,  he  went  to  Italy. 
Whilst  b«]  was  traveling  abroad  b-*  heard  the  tid- 
ings of  dvll  war  at  home,  aud  tUis  brave,  c»n- 
scieniious  po-t  r-'turneil  to  Ku^Iand,  hoping  his 
hour  fu>r  Usefulness  had  come. 

Not  yet,  however,  wa.- he  destined  to  take  his 
part  in  the  great  drnnw  "1  history.  He  ci^ntent- 
ed  himself  therefore  with  taking  a  hon!'<'  ia  Al- 
^ersgate  street  and  op«>nlijg  a  scho<iI.  So  other 
employment  cou-d  yet  Lo  lonnd  in  all  Kngland  for 
the  greatest  Juan  uow  lu  it.  lie  prov<-d  htnvself 
a  hard  dogger,  thou)ih  a  good  teuiher. 

Al.  this  time  MUton  was  patient  and  sta- 
dious,  and  at  last,  on  the  vl  day  of  Noveiaber, 
li>»I,God  struck  the  long  t  .xp»>ctWI  dock,  and 
Milton  bt'gau  to  lind  his  true  work. 

The  civil  and  religious  di»sentloii*  of  the  fJme 
called  forth  the  pen  ot  Milton  in  »he  d.'..'iise  /^f 
liberty.  His  I  ro.se  writing*  whi'h  were  master- 
pl»<<-s  of  the  Kuglish  tongue,  abound  with  the 
most  eloquent  passages,  and  litervKy  overHow- 
iog  with  a  rare  genius  and  the  fruits  of  a  ripe 
jcliolarship.  are  the  results  oi' these  diss,>ntions, 
and  hi«  I'iea/uf  tht  I.iltrty  or' I  mu-tnfid  Print- 
ing, is  the  corner-stcueof  that  great  character  of 
freedom  which  we  call  "Liberty  of  the  Tress  :"

Whilst  speaking  of  the  religioi;s  prluciplcs  of  th- 
poet,  Mr.  Mllburu  m:;.dH  no  nllii-iou  t>i  what  was 
probably  the  last  production  of  Milton's  i>en, 
uamely,  his  L<i*l  Thouiilii<  oh  tlie  7>i»4'/y— a 
wonderful  treatise-book  for  its  divinity  and  re«- 
soning— which  proves  tliat  the  aatiior  wa«  lu  the 
strictest  and  highest  sense  of  the  wnrtt  aa  Cni- 
larian. 

The  lecturer  passed  rafidly  over  tlie  history  of 
John  Hampden  s  ref^isal  to  pay  the  twentv-nine 
shilling  tax,  fur  ship  money,  uud  ipokeoflta^ 
U>e  b«>ginniDg  of  that  res'isranc«  to  the  royal 
authority  which  ended  lu  civil  war  and  brought 
Charles  the  Kirst  to  theblocK.  He  churact<*rlxod 
Charles  as  a  weak,  amiable  monarch,  whose  b»- 
ilons  or  prerogative  made  biui  false  to  his  coun- 
try, to  his  private  work,  and  a  liar  whom  KngUad 
could  well  spare. 

Milton's  ripe  hour  cArae  when  Cromwell,  as 
Lord  l'rut«tctor,  summoned  him  in  lAal,  t4)  bv  bis 
f^'cretjiry  of  For\'igu  Afflii^^!  an  office — and  he 
asked  his  audience,  in  scoru.  to  think  of  it ! — 
which  two  hundred  vears  later  was  tUled  as  they 
all  kiiew,  by  little  Lord  KuNoell. 

Milton's  dispatches  soon  woke  up  tbe  nations, 
and  Cromwell  oncu  more  made  the  name  of  Kng- 
Uud  terrible  to  its  enemie<<,  and  establishoU  Uie 
country  in  prosperity. 

The  poet  s  bli.'lhQess  was  alluded  to  by  thn  lect- 
urer in  very  touthing  words.  It  was  caused  bv 
his  book  entitle.!  ••  A  Defense  of  the  Knglish 
l"eopl«'"— and  happened  when  he  was  only  forty- 
six  years  of  age.  His  poetlc»l  works  wore  then 
hurri«;d  iuto  review,  and  he  spoke  of  the  Saiuv- 
iOii  AgonUtea  a*  a  purely  tireek  etfusion.  He 
quoteif  Milton's  Sonnet  on  his  Blindness,  an4 
concluded  with  a  vignette  picture  of  tit.  UlUs' 
Church,  Cripplegate,  where  the  mortal  remains 
of  the  immortal  poet  await  tho  trumpet  of  the 
Archaneel  of  the  Kesurrection. 

Mr.  Milburu  leaves  for  the  lla.-t  to-day.  He  has 
been  engaged  to  lecture  at  several  of  tht?  towns 
along  the  river  oa  his  way  down,  aii<l  has  con- 
.sente<l  to  do  so,  his  drst  stopping  pUo«  bving 
Hastings.

He.iMlfe4  by  the  Seiuitt  and  fftnu*  of  Reprtten- 
tativtioftke  I'nited  Stntet  of  Amtriea  iu  Com- 
grw  atsembUd,  That  the  Postmaster  (jcneral  be 
and  is  hereby  authorized  to  take  such  measures  as 
may  seem  to  him  advisable  to  collect  postage  oa 
letters  from  abroad  not  prepaid,  in  oroer  to  avoid 
loss  la  the  payment  ot  such  balaaces. 

The  Postmaster  General  has  sent  the  follow- 
ing lattrucfions  to  Postmaster  Nichols  of  tbis* 
city : 

"In  purtuanceof  the  provisions  of  this  reaola 
Mon,  you  are  hereby  directed, /Vom  and  after  th« 
firtt  dan  of  May  tifjt,  to  collect  in  gt>ld  or  aileer 
coin,  all  postages  dne  on  unpaid  letters  reeelved 
from  foreign  countries  In  the  mails  dispatched  to 
this  country  f^om  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
France,  Prussia,  Hamburg,  Bremen  or  Belgium, 
and  to  hold  the  coin  so  collected  subject  to  tbe  or- 
ders of  this  Department.  Should,  however,  pay- 
Bont  of  such  postage  and  of  the  premium  oa  a 
corresponding  amount  of  coin,  be  tendered  you  in 
United  States  notes,  >ou  are  authoiized  to  ac- 
cept the  same  in  lieu  of  coin."

No  intelligence  has  been  received  here 
from  the   expedition  ac^ainst  the  Indians 
under  Lieut.  Col.  Marshall  since  Sunday 
last.     It  is  to  be  presutned  that  he  failed 
to  overhaul  them  at  or  near  L-ike  Shetek, 
as  we  hopeil,   and  that  he  will   go  on  to 
Yellow  Medicine,    and   return  by  way  of 
the  Minnesota  Valley.     Meanwhile  there 
are  evidences  that  there  are  or  have  been 
other  Indian.s  prowling  about  much  nearer 
lieadfjuarters.     At  Vernon,  a  small  town 
on  the   Bine   Earth   river,   twenty  miles 
south  of  this  place,  where  a  company  of 
the  l<'tli  regiment  is  stationed,  there  was 
a   great    alarm   on   Sunday   night    last. 
Three     pickets,    stationed     at    diUcrent 
ponits,  declared   positively  that  they  saw 
Indians  stealthily  approaching  the  stock- 
ade.    One  of  tlie.se  pickets  discharged  his 
musket  at  his  Indian.     Since  then  no  dis- 
coveries as  to  the   nearness  of  Indians 
have  been  made,  and  it  is  probable  tliat 
it  wa.s  a  false  alarm.     If   it  was  not,  it  is 
possible   that    Col,    Marshall   is   on   the 
wrong  trail,  and  that  Little  Priest  is  again 
in  the  field.

Okoloxa,  Miss.,  April  20. — A  stjuad- 
ron  of  Abolition  cavalry,  estimated  at 
1  ,;>X\  were  advancing  on  Pontotoc  yes- 
terday. Their  advance  guard  reported 
there  last  night.  Our  forces  are  coneen- 
traating  to  resist  them.  An  engagement 
is  certain  to-day  unless  the  enemy  retire. 

The  Washington,  X.  C,  Journal,  of 
the  18th,  says :  Wc  regard  it  as  more

Fanchere's  narrative  of  that  expedition, 
first  published  in  the  French  language  antl 
afterwards  rendered  into  Knglish.  whole 
pages  of  which  are  copied  word  for  word 
m  Irving's  "  Astoria." 

The  war  of  1812  with  Kngland  ren- 
dering it  impociiille  for  Mr.  Astor  to 
send  further  supj>lies  or  reinlorcements, 
on  consultation  it  was  ronchided  to  aban- 
don the  establishment,  and  in  isM  Mr. 
Franchere  croHsed  the  Uocky  Mountains 
on  his  return,  years  before  modem  path- 
finders. 

In  lti4-2,  Mr.  FrancU-re  bec.ime  con- 
nected with  the  American  Fur  Companv, 
afterwards  with  the  firm  of  P.  Chouteaii, 
Jr.,  A:  Co.,  and  at  the  lime  ol  his  death 
was  the  senior  partner  of  the  house  ol  G. 
Franchere  \-  Co.,  ofthis  city. 

In  lK>t>,  tlK^re  were  but  three  survivors 
of  the  Astoria  expedilion,  being  Alfred 
Seator,  Vice  President  of  the  Sim  Mu- 
tual Insurance  Company  ;  Uamsey  Crooks 
menhant,  and  Mr.  Franchere,  nierchant. 
Mr.  i»eaton  aud  Mr.  Crooks  died  in  \^.'S\\ 
and  it  becomes  now  uur  painlid  dutv  to 
record  tin*  death  of  the  la^t  survivor.' 

Air.  Franchere's  life  was  marked 
throughout  by  the  most  unbh-mished  in- 
tegrity, and.  possessing  as  he  did  a 
strongly  religous  feeling,  it  g.avc  to  his 
conduct  a  high  moral  tone  worthy  of  im- 
itation.

The  Minnesota  Cimseircr

Hoirman,  Captain  Gouraud  and  Lieut. 
Edward  P.  Peters,  Aid-de  Camp,  arrived 
hero  at  nine  o'clock  List  night,  on  the 
steamer  Escort,  in  safety,  from  Wa.shing- 
toii.  having  successfully  run  the  batteries 
in  Rodman's  Point,  and  that  at  Hill's 
Point. 

On  Saturday  night  last,  some  of  the 
officers  of  the  gallant  .'ifh  Rhode  Island 
i^egiment  (this  regiment  was  one  of  the 
fourteen  under  Spinola)  waited  upon 
Gen.  Palmer,  and  statwl  that  that  body 
of  veterans  had,  en  musne,  retjuested  per- 
mission to  either  run  past  the  batteries 
iqion  the  river  below  Washington,  or  land 
and  cap'tire  them  bodily.  It  is  nnneces- 
Fary  to  state  that  the  oiler  was  accepted, 
and  the  staunch  transport  Escort,  Capt. 
Wall,  was  brought  up  to  the  dock  to  re- 
ceive them.  They  came  on  board  at 
midnight,  so  noiselessly  that  not  a  dozen 
people  knew  of  it  till  late  the  next  dav, 
when  they  arrived  al  the  vicinity  of  op- 
erations. So  completely  exhausted  were 
the  men  with  I  heir  four  days  hard  march- 
ing ami  lighting  that  when  they  found 
themselves  on  board  the  steamer  thev 
sank  down  to  rest  and  sleep  upon  the 
bare  deck  only  as  tired  warriors  can  rest 
under  the  iWw  sprinkling  canopy  of 
heaven.  A  run  of  seventeen  hours 
brought  them  fo  the  fleet  of  gunboats, 
live  miles  below  the  batteries  at  Hill's 
lloint.  (Jen.  Palmer  was  with  them,  as 
were  also  Lieutenant  Colonel  Hoffman, 
Acting  Adjutant  General  on  General 
Foster's  staff,  and  Colonel  McCliesney, 
of  the  Lst  North  Carolina  Union  volu'n- 
teers.  The  brave  Rhode  Islanders  were 
clamorous  to  be  put  through  the  ordeal 
that  night :  but  the  commandant  felt  it 
his  duty— as  it  was— to  study  well  the 
position  and  weigh  carefully  the  chances, 
fhe  commandant  of  the  naval  fleet  was 
to  be  consulted,  and  joint  plans  arraigned, 
all  of  which  took  time  ;  so  that  when  all 
was  ready  it  was  so  near  morning,  and 
the  moon  shinning  t-o  brightly,  it  was 
wi.sely  concluded  to  defer  the  hazardous 
enterprise  until  Monday  night. 

About  ten  o'clock  on  Monday  night  the 
gunboats,  which  had  taken  position  just 
below  the  Hill's  Point  Battery,  opened  a 
brisk  fire  upon  the  rebel  works,  but  were 
unable  to  elicit  any  reply.  During  the 
cannonade  the  escort,  loaded  with  sup- 
plies and  troops,  steamed  up  past  the 
gunboats,  and.  before  the  rebels  could 
realize  the  fact,  was  abreast  of  the  battery 
and  entering  the  gap  of  the  blockadt*. 
wiiich  had  been  buoyed  out  by  Captain 
McDermot.  of  the  Ceres,  through  which 
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she  passed    in  safety.      The  HilTs 
Batterv  tlid  not  molest  her   in

—Lieut.  W.  L.  Wheaton,  of  Provi- 
dence, R.  I  ,  son  of  Dr.  Wheaton,  and 
an  aid  to  Gen.  Palmer,  went  to  the  mouth 
of  Pamlico  river,  in  a  steamer,  and  then 
taking  a  small  boat,  passed  the  rebel  bat- 
teries, deliverea  dispatches  to  Gen.  Fos- 
ter, and  then  returned  to  the  stenmer  un- 
injured.

up  SU4I1  an  incessant  and  well  directed 
fire  upon  the  fort  as  to  make  it  impossi- 
ble f  -r  the  rebels  to  get  their  gui  s  into 
position.  But  after  the  steamer  ha<l 
passed  the  blockade  her  trip  was  a  deci- 
dedly exciting  one.  The  rebels  had 
posted  sharpshooters  on  rafts  in  the  river 
and  in  tlie  bushes  on  the  shore,  and  they 
also  had  planted  light  field  batteries  along 
the  south  bank  of  the  river,  near  which 
the  channel  runs,  from  which  they  kept 
up  a  continuous  firing  of  volley  after  vol- 
ley of  musketry  and  roar  upon  roar  of 
artillery  until  the  craft  was  lost  in  the  dis- 
tance. 

For  si.x  miles  she  ran  the  fiery  gauntlet, 
a  part  of  the  time  being  within  "three  hun- 
dred yards  of  a  shore  which  swarmed  with 
gray  backed  .  illleman  and  butternut   col- 
ored  artillerists,   whose    every    word  of 
oomman  J  and  shout  of  defiance  could   bo 
ilistiiictly  heard  by  those  on  board.  When 
she  arrived  oppos'ite  the  battery  on  Rod- 
man's farm,  the  guns  had   so  nearly   de- 
molished the  gunboat  Commodore   Hull 
belcheil  forth  their  hostile  welcome,  and 
for  twenty  minutes  the  thunder   from  the 
rebel  giias  was  continued  like   one  pro- 
longed peal  of  Jove's  own  artillery.     The 
night  was  as  calm  and  still  as   ever  nio'ht 
was — not  a  breath  of  air,  except  the  gush- 
ing bursts  set  in  motion  by  the  rebel  guns 
and  the  steamer's  own   advance,    stirred 
the  smoke  as  it  fell  like  a  pall  upon   the 
water,  and  the  darkness  doubly   .sombre. 
(Juided  only  by  the  firing  upon  shore.the 
brave  pilot  headed  her  on  until   the   last 
discharges  of  cannon  an<l  musketry  were 
heard  far  astern,    and   he   knew  he   was 
close  upon  Washington.    Then  he  espied 
the  low,  black  hull  of  one   of  our  gun- 
boats, and  he  heard  the  watch  bell   upon 
the  deck  tolling  out  the  hour  of  the  night ;

our  troops    in    Washington,"    says  the

through  on  the  Escort,  and  who  furnishes 
me  these  items.

Col.  Hawkins,  Commanding  Ninth  Reg- 
iment New  York  Volunteers    (Hawk- 
iu's  Zouaves)  : 

Colon KL— To  prevent  any  misappre- 
hension, I  send  you  a  brief  statement  in 
relation  to  the  sad  affair  of  Suntlay  morii- 
ing,  which  resulted.  I  re«»ret  to  say,  in 
the  death  uf  Lieut.  Col.  Kimball. 

At  about  a  ijuarter  before  three  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  I  left  my   quarters  and   proceeded 
along   the  main   road   towanl    the    front 
lines,  for  the  purpose  of  haviri};  the  ti^oops 
under  arms  at  three  o'clock,  in  obedience 
to  an  order  from  the  Major  General  com- 
manding.    Wlien  1    arrived  opposite  the 
hospital  of  mv   brigade,  an  ollicer   whose 
rank  I  could  not  ncognize  (the  nigltt  be- 
ing verv  dark),  and  wliom  f  jiid;;eil  to  be 
such  only  Iroin   tlie  fact   of  his    having   a 
sword,  rushed  out  in  front  of  me  and  or- 
dered a  halt.     Halting.  I  asked  if  it  was 
Doctor  Heath,    (one  of  the  surgeon.s  ot 
the  Irish  Legion),  and  was    answered  by 
another  order  to  halt,  with  the  additional 
remark,  "it  is  none  of  your  God  damned 
btisinesa  ;  I  want  the  countersi«»n."    IVr- 
ceiving  it  was  not  the  Doctor,  1  retjuest- 
ed  to  know  the  object  of  his  halting   me, 
aud  hi.s  name,   rank   and   antltority,    but 
could  obtain  no  other  ani^wer  th.in  that  it 
was  none  of  my  God  damned  business.    I 
repeated  the  question  several   times,  and 
received  similar  answers,  with  the  e.X'.'ep- 
tion  that  the  countersign  was  not  demand- 
ed more  than  once,  and  he  addetl,  "  \oa 
cannot  pass  here." 

I  expostulated  with  him  upon  such  ci<n- 
duct,  and  told  him  to  remiinber   that   he 
was  not  on  duty,  and  had  no   right  to  be 
there  and   stop'  me  from  proceeding,  and 
that  he  must  let  me  pass.     1  asked  him  il 
he  knew  who  he  was  ulking  to.  and  then 
gave  him  my  name  and  rank,  telling  him 
abo  that  1  was  going  to  the    Iront   under 
orders,  and  even  my  busiucss  there,   but 
it  was  of  no  avail.     He  answered,  "J  ^lo 
not  care  a  God  tlamn  who  you   are."     I 
again  told  him  that   I   should  pass,   and 
warned  him  several  times  to   g^'t   out   of 
my  way,  and  attemi)ted  to  pro;'fed.     lit 
thereupon  put  himself  in  a  determined  at- 
titude to  prevent  my  progress,  and  bran- 
dishing his  sword  in  one  hand  and    hav- 
ing his  other  on  a  pistol,   as  I   then    sup- 
posed,  made   a   movement  towards   inc 
with  the  evident  design   of  using   them, 
and  at  the  same  time  stat«d,  "1    be  God 
damned    if   you  shall."     Jt    was  at  ihi.i 
point  that  I  used  my  weapon.     It  seenu  d 
I  that  the  more  I  endeavoretl   to  puriiuade 
i  the  more  obstinate  he  became.     Nolhiug 
but  the  consideration  that  my  life  was   m 
danzer,  which  I  had  every  reason  to  Icar, 
and  "the  duty   that  was   incumbent  upon 
me  at  that  particular  time,   when   an  at- 
tack  upon   our  lines   was  apprehended, 
should  have  justified  me,  in  my  own  mind 
in  tiiking  the   measure  I  then   did.     As 
soldicru  of  long  service,  I  am   convinced 
that  you  will  recognize  the  necessity  and 
lawfulness    of    the  act,     however  much 
you    may    regret    that     it    was    caused 
by  one   of  your  number,   and  none  does 
more  than  inyself.     Although  I  had  never 
before  seen  Colonel   Kimball,  that  I  am 
aware   of,  I  had   learned  to  respect  him 
for  his  gallantry  in  several  engagements 
of  the  present  war.     It  was  not  until  alter 
the  occurence  that  I  liad  learned   who  it 
was ;  but  had   he  been  my  best  friend  I 
cannot   see   how   it   could  have  resulted 
otherwise,  from  the  part  he  acterl  on  that 
occasion.     With  no  authority  to  demand 
the  countersign,  I   would  have  been  na- 
relict   m   my   duty   had  I  yielded  to  his 
demand.  His  refusal  to  g'vc  me  his  name 
or  rank,   or  any  information  about  liim. 
or   upon    what    authority,  if  any,  he  as- 
sumed to  act.  (the  fact  being,  as  you  are 
well  aware,  that  he  had  none.)  especially 
as   his   request  was  couched  m  the  terms 
I  have  stated,   and  the  enemy  was  imme- 
diately  in   our   front,  called  upon  me  to 
act  with  more   than  ordinary  precaution 
in  revealing  the  countersign,  and  not  un- 
less to  one  entitled  to  it. 

But  besides  this,  the  personal  violence 
I  had  just  cause  to  fear  gave  me  an 
undoubted  right  to  protect  myself 
against  it. 

I  intended  to  have  sent  this  statement 
before,  but  my  duties  for  the  past  few 
days  have  prevented  it,  and  I  have  now 
been  obliged  to  make  it  hurriedly,  hoping 
thereby  to  correct  any  erroneous  im- 
pression that  may  have  been  made,  and 
to  prevent  them  in  the  future. 

I  will  only  be  too  glad  to  have  an  offi 
cial  investigation   of   the  matter  at  any 
time.     I  am.  Colonel,  your  obedient  ser- 
vant.

RCMORKD  DEATH  OF  ORN.  COKCOILAN. 
From  the  BuSallo  Commercial  Advertiser,  ISth. 

A  letter  from  one  of  our  Surgeons  at 
Hampton  Roads,  dated  April  14th,  to  a 
gentleman  ia  this  city,  has  been  kindly 
pUced  before  us. 

Afler  referring  to  the  shooting  of  Col. 
Kimball  by  General  Corcoran,  the  writer 
says : 

"  As  was  expected  by  m.iny.  General 
Corcoran  was  himself  killed  in  action, 
yesterday,  at  Suffolk.  Whether  he  fell 
by  the  hands  of  the  enemy,  or  by  a  shot 
from  behind,  I  have  not  learned." 

The  writer  of  the  letter  is  represented 
to  us  as  a  gentleman  of  entire  reliability, 
and  as  one  who  is  proverbially  cautious 
in  regard  to  his  statements.  The  pre- 
sumption is  that  the  report  concerning 
Gen.  Corcoran  is  true. 

It  is  strange,  if  tho  rumor  is  really  cor- 
rect, that  something  of  this  kind  has  not 
reached  us  by  telegraph.  There  may, 
however,  be  some  rt^ason  for  surpressing 
the  intelligence — though  we  are  unable  to 
discover  either  its  wisdom  or  propriety. 

If  Corcoran  is  indeed  killed,  he  has 
probably  fallen  a  victim  to  the  revengeful 
feeling  excited  in  the  ranks  of  Hawkins' 
Zouaves  by  the  tragic  affair  which  result- 
ed in  the  death  of  Col.  Kimball.

Wo  have  no  tloiilit  that  even 
auoiiL;  the  incn  who  are  tloin^  their  Kost 
by  thtir  votes  antl  voiecs  to  embarrass 
anil,  if  possible,  defeat  the  govemtuent  in 
the  <i  re>sful  proseeutlon  of  the  war. 
thtTf  ail-  many  who  would  recoil  with 
siiaiii..-  ami  lioiTor  from  the  career  on 
wi.uh  they  are  pushed  by  the  blind  dog- 
niatani  ol  party,  il  they  clearly  perceive  I 
the  actual  tendemy  of  the  iniirse  of  fac- 
tious hostility  to  nhich  they  are  commit- 
ted, and  who.  if  only  the  Democratic  par- 
ty were  in  power,  with  such  a  man  as 
l>ickiii.-on  or  Hiitler  or  Ilalleck  at  it-; 
heail,  woultl  support  with  Zealand  enthu- 
si:i.«m.  t'v  ry  :nia<ure  necessary  for  the 
si:ppr<'.>si')n  o!  the  robt-llion.  The  mea- 
sures which,  in  seekino  pretexts  for  .i 
partizan  oppo-»ition  to  the  administration, 
they  now  condemn  as  impolitic,  arbitrary 
or  luicoustitutional,  they  would  then  per- 
ceive to  be  imperatively  demanded  by  the 
necessities  of  the  in.>is.  When  Demo- 
cratic leaders  have  been  put  in  positions 
of  responsibility,  in  aelu.tl  contact  with 
the  tacts  of  the  situation,  they  have  al- 
most always  gone  beyond  Republican.s  in 
t!ie  demand  lor  extreme  measures.  Al- 
mo>t  all  the  military  measures  condemned 
as  arbitrary,  violent,  despotic,  or  radical, 
have  originatetl  with  old  bitter  pro-slave- 
ry Democrats  placed  in  situations  of  ac- 
tual re*pon.sibility.  This  was  the  case 
with  Stanton.  Butler,  Halleck.  I'homas, 
llosecraii-'.  l>urnside.  Hunter,  Cochrane, 
Dickinson,  and  nearly  every  Democrat 
who  held  a  respectable  and  important 
jtosition  in  the  party  before  the  war;  and 
wc  have  not  the  lea.>t  doubt  that  if  Doug- 
las had  been  IVesident  of  the  United 
States  in  place  of  Lincoln,  that  he  would 
have  so  far  surpassed  tlie  latter  in  a 
]>rompt  and  energetic  cKcrciso  of  his  con- 
stitutional powers,  that  the  entire  area  ol 
the  llebelllon  would  now  have  l)ec  n  ;;3r- 
risoned  by  the  negroes  who  now  till  it>  -o:! 
for  the  benefit  of  the  rebel  army. 

Tliis  young  state  conquered  by  the 
Nation  from  the  liebellion  and  by  Liber- 
ty from  Aristocracy,  a  mountain  upheav- 
al of  the  great  ciril  convulsion  which  is 
breaking  up  the  foundations  of  Slavery 
on  this  Continent,  has  been  definitively  ad- 
mitted into  the  L'nion — absolved  of  the 
great  crime  and  curse  which  in  the  midst 
of  the  glorious  etTulgence  of  the  nine- 
teenth centun.-  has  chained  it  to  the  night 
and  stagnation  of  the  fourteenth. 

Oa  the  IGth  instant  the  6nal  count  of 
the  vote  on  the  amended  Constitution, 
under  which  she  was  to  receive  admission 
into  the  L'nion,  by  act  of  Congress  at  its 
last  session,  and  under  which  no  more 
slaves  are  to  be  born  within  the  limits  of 
the  State,  was  made.  The  result  is  in 
the  highest  degree  signillcant,  as  well  as 
cheering.  In  the  thirty-eight  counties 
comprising  the  new  State,  the  vote  foots 
up  2>$,o:il  for  the  Con.stitution  and  but 
•'i7J  against  it.  On  the  2 1st  inst.  the 
Proclamation  of  the  I'resident  was  issued 
in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congress 
admitting  the  State  into  the  Union. 

This  i<i  the  first  fruit  of  the  contlict  be- 
tween Freedom  and  Slavery,  but  it  will 
not  be  the  last.  Missouri,  Maryland, 
Mid  even  Tennessee  and  Kentucky,  are 
bauirins  from  the  branches  of  slavery, 
ripe  and  ready  to  fall  from  their  places, 
to  be  gathered  into  the  great  treasure 
hou.se  of  Freedom,  while  at  the  root  of 
the  tree  the  axe    is    laid,  threatening  its 

complete  and  speedy  overthrow.

We  understand  that  tin-  Indians  con- 
fined ill  the  prison  in  town,  have  become 
a  little  obstreperous  and  insolent  in  their 
conduct  lately,  so  much  so  that  it  has 
been  found  necessary  to  stop  their  step- 
ping so  lii;^ii,  and  to  chain  them  to  the 
floor." 

Now  that  the  fact  Is  accomplished  and 
the  reason  lor  ?e>recy  no  longer  exists, 
I  may  say  that  about  three  weeks  ago. 
the  condemned  prisoners  at  Mankato 
were  again  chained  two  and  two.  This 
w.a--  done  >(i|ely  as  a  prepara'ion  for.  and 
with  relcrenee  to  their  removal  to  Dav- 
enport. Iowa.  T!i«re  was  no  insubordina- 
tion or  insolence  manifested  by  them. 
I»ut  as  It  was  desiralile  that  their  removal 
should  take  phu-e  without  its  being  known 
or  even  suspecteil  before-hand,  the  state- 
ment of  the  .Mankato  Urcoril,  althouoh 
convex  ing  a  lalse  idea,  and  one  unjust  to 
the  prisoners,  was  permitted  to  go  iiii- 
contradiind.  Now  it  is  jiroper  that,  In- 
tllcu  prisoners  though  they  be,  they 
should  stand  right  upon  the  record.  It 
is  to  me  a  very  marvelous  thing,  and 
one  which  does  not  often  occur  in  hi*tory, 
that  so  many  condemned  ones  should,  in 
such  circum.-»tances,  have  been  kept  *o 
casiiv.  All  winter  lonjr  thev  have  iiiad" 
lio  attempts  to  get  away.  The  greater 
part  of  them  have  been  iniehalned  for 
month-'.  They  have  neither  Ikh-u  obstrep- 
erous nor  In.'.olent  to  their  keepers.  Ilct 
the  prison  has  been  a  school  of  instrue- 
tion,  in  which,  1  venture  to  sav,  thcv 
have  learned  more  than  has  lieeu  learn- 
ed,in  the  same  time, and  bv  the  same  num- 
ber  of  scliolars  in  the  country.  It  is  in- 
deed womlerful.

Between  Lake  Mintiago  and  Kascta 
has  been  one  o|  the  strongholds  of  the 
Sioux  Indians.  Nature  has  made  this  the 
(»ibr.iltarol  the  present  frontier,  and  none 
possess  a  more  accurate  eye  for  strong 
luatural  poiuts  than  the  savages.

Gen.  Foster  was  pre- 
paring an  expedition  across  the  country 
lor  the  relief  ol  the  beleagured  town, 
when  news  of  the  departure  of  the  rebel 
Gen.  Hill  with  his  entire  command  reach- 
ed here.  Preparations  v.cre  immediately 
made  to  follow  up  the  rebel  forces.  A 
march  from  Newbern  to  Washington  re- 
vealed the  fact,  however,  that  a  small 
force  of  rebel  cavalry  only  remained 
within  reach  ol  Foster's  command.  Two 
hundred  were  charged  by  se\-enty  men  of 
the  Third  New  York  cavalry,  a  li-w  miles 
distant  from  Washington  on  Saturday 
morning  last.  The  rebels  were  routed 
and  lied  »;n  masse.  The  rebel  Captain 
Richardson  was  made  a  prisoner  with 
several  of  his  men.  and  their  battle  llag 
was  captured,  and  is  now  in  possession  of 
the  Third  New  i  ork  cavalry.  The  Mas- 
sachusetts troops  at  Washington  occu- 
pied the  rebel  works  at  Hillton's  Point 
the  morning  after  their  evacuation,  and 
made  a  number  of  prisoners  who  had  re- 
mained in  the  rear.

[Correspondence  Phila.  Enquirer.} — 
There  is  intelligence  here  to-day  of  an 
important  arrest  at  Falmouth,  the  head- 
quarters of  the  army  of  the  Potomac. 
The  rebels  have  had  some  secret  means 
of  knowing  everything  that  transpired 
within  our  lines,  and  such  information 
was  instantly  conveyed.  Gen.  Patrick, 
the  provost  marshal,  of  our  army  was 
determined  that  the  secret  should  be 
brought  into  light.  The  guards  stationed 
along  the  river  bank  in  the  situations  fa- 
vorable for  signals  had  been  constantly 
enjoined  to  use  the  utmost  care  and 
watchfulness.  Yesterday  their  efforts 
were  crowned  with  success. 

One  of  the  guards  in  the  town  of  Fal- 
mouth, stationed  outside  the  dwelling  ad- 
joining the  brick  church  on  the  river  bank, 
heard  a  clicking  like  that  of  a  telegraph 
instrument.  He  advised  his  superior  of- 
ficer and  was  directed  to  enter  the  house 
and  investigate.  This  was  done,  and  on 
opening  the  door  he  discovered  a  party 
of  four  or  five  persons,  one  of  whom  was 
seated  at  a  telegraph  instrument,  sending 
messages  by  a  submarine  telegraph  wire 
across  the  Rappahannock.  They  were 
all  arrested,  and  as  their  offense  is  of  ex- 
traordinary atrocity,  a  just  and  speedy 
punishment  will  doubtless  be  at  once 
meted  out  to  them.  This  punishment, 
according  to  law,  is  death,  by  hanging.

The  Secretary,  after  thanking  her  ai  her 
devotion  deserved,  ordered  ^'A)  to  be 
paid  to  the  brave  woman. 

— A  refugee  from  Richmond  w];0  has 
arrived  at  .Vashington,  says  that  before 
leaving  that  city  he  was  informed  by  one 
ot  Gen.  Winder's  aides  that  three  Union 
officers  were  confined  in  the  Libby  Prison 
under  sentence  of  death.  He  could  not 
ascertain  their  naiut-s. 

— A  late  letter  from  Southern  Califor- 
nia says  that  within  a  radius  of  sixty 
miles  of  Fort  Yumas.  in  the  southeastern 
portion  of  the  State,  the  most  astonishing 
discoveries  of  gold,  silver,  copper,  (luick- 
silver,  and  other  minerals,  have  recently 
been  made.  Emigration  from  the  ncr:h- 
ern  and  central  portions  of  the  State  is 
rapidly  setting  in.  The  newly-discovered 
mines,  it  is  said,  far  surpass  in  richness 
any  yet  opened  on  the  American  conti- 
nent. 

— The  statement  that  Gen.  Sliields  is 
to  enter  service  on  the  Pacific  coast  is  un- 
founded. Since  he  was  relieved  of  the 
command  in  the  Valley  of  Virginia,  last 
Summer,  he  has  had  no  active  duty,  and 
lias  now  procured  leave  to  visit  Califor- 
nia, mairdy,  if  not  wholly  on  private  busi- 
ness. 

— There  u  little  doubt  that  the  declar- 
ation of  Secretary  Chase  in  his  recent 
letter  to  the  Loyal  National  League,  that 
the  proclamation  is  in  no  event  to  be- 
coin«  a  nullity,  announces  the  mattired 
decision  of  the  President.  Whoever  else 
may  not.  he  at  lea*t  considers  his  faith 
and  the  nation's  pledged  to  maintdn  the 
freedom  of  the  blacks.  I  may  have  quot- 
ed to  you  a  remark  to  that  effect  made 
by  him  before  the  recent  discussion  aro.se. 
It  is  confirmed  by  his  positive  statement 
-within  a  week  to  an  eminent  Republican. 
The  President  said  in  so  many  woids: — 
•*I  shall  never  recall  my  proclamation.  I 
■was  a  long  time  in  coming  to  it — too  long 
ever  to  go  back  again." — Washington 
Letter.

Correspondence  lor  Mexico, 
conveyeil  to  Havana  in  the  IJritish  mail, 
and  forwarded  thence  to  the  Unlte«l  States, 
will  be  .viiliiect  to'precisely  the  same  rates 
oM'nited  States  postage,  on  delivery,  as 
are  chaiged  upon  like  correspondence  or- 
iginating in  Cuba  and  adtlressed  to  the 
United  .States,  viz.,  ten  cents  per  letter 
and  two  cents  for  newspapers. 

The  reduced  postage  charge  of  two 
cents  the  single  rale  on  prepaid  letters

unpaid,  thirty  cents.  To  Russia,  includ- 
ing Pol.and,  prepaid,  thirty-five  cents; 
tuipaid.  thirty-seven  cents.  To  Denmark, 
prcjiaid,  thirty-three  cents :  unpaid, 
thirty-five  cents.  To  Sweden,  prepaid, 
forty:  unpaid,  forty-two  cents.  To  Nor- 
way, prepaid,  thirty-three;  unpaid, 
thirty-five  cents.  And  so  to  all  other 
countries  beyond  Germany,  two  cents  less 
being  charged  for  prepaid  than  for  un- 
paid letters.

Third  (loyal)  Virginia  Cavalrj-  was  exe- 
cuted at   Richmond  on  the  inth  inst.,  for 
violating  his  parol,  ho   having  taken  up 
arms  .igainst  the  Confedecracy,  after  his 
capture,   and  before   his  exchange.     The 
\\he«'ling  Infcllifjenrer  says  Webster  ob- 
tained a  commission  of  Captain  of  Cavalry 
from  fJov.  Fierpout  in  November  last,  on 
a  forged  letter  of  reeonnnendation.     In 
the    meantime    he  was  captured   by  the 
rebels,  was   paroled,    and   had  returned 
to  his  company ;  but  the   fact  of  the  dis- 
covery of  the  forgery  having  leaked  out, 
Capt.  AlphonsoC.  Webster  passed  within 
the  rebel  lines  to  escape  a  trial  by  a  Fed- 
eral court  martial.     It   is  supposed  that, 
under  these  circumstances,  he  was  again 
arrested  by  the  rebels,  and  tried  and  con- 
victed for  violating  his  parol.     Not  much 
is    known    of   Webster   beyond    what  is 
above  stated.     He  was  thrown  up  to  the 
surface  by  this  rebellion  from  somewhere 
in  Texas  or  the  West,  and  was  regarded 
as  a  very  ignorant,  but  daring  and  reso- 
lute  fellow.     He  dc-ilt  with   the   rebels 
without  mercy   and    without  fear,  and  is 
reported  to  have  killed  a  rel»el  ofUeer,  not 
long  before  his  second  arrest,  by  cutting 
his  throat  from  ear  to  ear.

The  I  nited  States  ci  nveyed  a  piece  of  land 
bor.lering  on  the  river,  ind  to  make  it  more  cer- 
tain that  IN.berts  took  onhi  tit  the  river,  a  line 
was  •meandered."  as  the  term  is— that  is,  as  I 
g:iI,,,o-e_the  various  .|idrks  and  turns  i>f  the 
water's  edge  were  -et  down  as  a  boun<lary  to  Mr. 
Rol)erts,  ami  the  same  w  tsalso  marked  by  stones 
and  trees,  as  nmch  a-  to  say  to  Mr.  Roberts,  thus 
far  .«h»lt  thou  come  and  no  farther:  but  we  pn*- 
siiin.'  such  stones  and  Ines  can  no  more  stop  Mr. 
Koberts  and  his  grantee  .  from  going  to  the  mid- 
dle of  the  river,  tinn  th  «  hero  of  old  conM  stoji 
t!ie  «eas  from  advancing. 

But  suppose  Mr.  IJoIh  rfs  could  be  stopped  just 
at  this  water  lin,«:  it  is  \  ery  e\ident  the  Inited 
States  granted  him  a  ri'e,-  trout,  and  this  river 
front  was  given  to  him  snd  to  his  heirs  and  as 
signs  forever.  This  is  a  point  desirable  to  be 
borne  in  mind:  for  it  may  be  that  the  Inited 
States  or  th'ir  grantee-  are  seeking  to  ilejtrirt- 
him  of /Ai.<  rh-cr  fn^Dt;  and  it  may  be  a  .[uestion 
whether  or  not  they  can  lo  so.  We  think  it  very 
fiuestionable  if  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry  like  sij 
many  squatters  buihling  their  .shanties  on  vac.uit 
I.)ts  around  the  city),  ca  1  be  permitted  to  dump 
dirt  and  rock  into  the  ri»er,  and  thus  cut  off  the 
water  from  Mr.  Robert'.s  land. and  deprive  him  of 
the  privileges  of  his  grant  of  a  water  front,  sim- 
ply becaus.'  the  governm  -nt  only  gave  him  to  the 
rivi.,-.  Why,  that  is  the  irery  reacoii  of  all  others 
why  they  cannot  do  so.  Government  gave  Mr 
Itoberts  to  thf  fiver.  If  they  did  not  do  anv 
more,  they  certainly  did  that. 

As  reganls  this  ijuestionof  the  fsland.it  seems 
to  me  this  is  a  ijuestlon  lor  some  intelligpnt  jtirv 
toileci-fe.  Ifany'twelvc  intelligent  men  can  ho 
foanil  in  thi.-  or  any  com  nnnify  who  can  rail  thnt 
an  Island,  which  is  and  luas  been  seen  only  two 
or  three  times  in  the  course  of  ten  or  twelve  years, 
why  then  it  will  In?  time  lochangeall  the  diction- 
aries now  in  e.xistence.  AVe  have  always  been 
taught  that  an  Island  v  as  a  piece  of  \-\\\,\  sur- 
rounded by  water.  This  pieceof  lind  in<|uestion 
is  not  only  surrounded  tmt  covered  by  water,  as 
a  matter  of  time  nine  years  out  of  ten.  We  of 
the  west  should  have  a  .ery  navig.«ble  and  noble 
stream  if,  In  the  course  «r  every  four  or  five  y.nirs, 
every  public  spirited  ndividual  or  coinpany 
sliould,  when  the  river  was  lower  than  it  hail 
been  b  for*  lirsome  y  >ars,  lay  claim  to  all  the 
sand-bars  in  the  river,  nnd  dump  rocks  and  dirt 
upon  them,  and  connect  them  with  the  main  land 
.so  that  the  water  should  lOt  overflow  them  again. 
The  mere  fact  of  anyone  obtaining  a  gra'it  of 
such  a  spot,  does  not  im,.ly  that  they  have  a  goo»l 
title  to  such  a  spot.  They  only  take  what  the 
grantor  had  to  sell,  whi  h  in  this  case,  we  pre- 
sume, was  nothing. 

In  this  matter  it  is  to  1*  supposed  that  i;ob«'rt» 
and  the  city  are  one  and  the  Fame  person,  so  far 
as  the  rights  of  any  otii  t  jiarth's  to  the  matter 
are  concerned.  «

The  day  wa.s  rather  unpropitioii.s. 
Dark  rain  clouds  liun-;  over  the  city,  and 
clouds  of  dust  whistled  viiidily  throuoh 
the  streets:  but  denser  than  the  Ibrmir, 
and  more  enthusiastically  restless  tlian 
the  latter,  were  the  **  clouds  of  witnesses" 
which  by  scores  ol  thousands  sw.ari!ii'd  in 
front  of  the  Fifth  Avenue  Hotel  to  shout 
Amen  to  «.very  jiatriotic  .scntmient,  and 
cheer  with  hearty  vniee  oadi  tcstimonvof 
fealty  to  the  land  of  tlic  free  and  the  home 
of  the  brave. 

Four  st.and.s  wen'  erected,  froni  which, 
as  vyill  bo  seen  in  the  fbllowin^r  j-cport, 
distinfruished  «:entlemen  .nddressed  tiie 
va.«!t  crowd,  whiili  excelled  in  nmuber.s 
as  it  did  in  enthusiasm  any  ten  puliiical 
meetin^^s  held  in  this  city  during  the  last 
ten  year.s.  The  presence  of  Gen.  iScolt, 
doubtless,  drew  many  to  the  square  who,

And  do  you  suppose  that  a  people  pros- 
perous .as  the  gentleman  who  spoke  be- 
fore ine  has  described — powerful  as  we 
are,  as  comfortable  and  hapjiy,  can  be 
overthrown  in  war  ["never!"]  when  we 
are  to  meet  those  who  are  sufleringas  the 
Southern  people  are?  [Appljiuse.l  Why, 
a  little  while  ago,  I  read  in  a  Kichmoiid 
paper  some  very  contumelious  sugges- 
tions in  anticipation  of  the  arrival  of  eoin- 
missi(M\ers  from  Illinois,  to  treat  for 
peace.  [Laughter.]  They  sairl  they 
would  treat  them  civilly,  holding  their 
noses  a  little.  [Laughter  ]  Now,  if  the 
accounts  that  I  get  of  the  disease,  and  the 
desolation  and  the  tilth  of  Ivichmond  are 
at  all  lo  be  relied  ujion,  they  have  better 
reason  for  holdin;;  their  noses,  than  their 
sitting  up  for  company  from  the  North- 
we.Tl.  [Laughter.]  There  will  be  men 
there  before  a  ;,'ieat  while  that  will  save 
tliem  this  trouble,  and  hold  their  noses  a 
i:ood  deal,  and  their  throats,  too.  [Laugh- 
'cr  and  applause.] 

Now  vvhat  will  be  the  end  of  this  war 
in  regard  to  one  of  the  institutions  which 
has  been  a  subject  of  much  discussion  ?  I 
allude  to  slavery.  There  have  been 
great  and  delicate  controversies  upon  this 
subject  heretofore.  We  have  come  now 
to  a  time  when  by  the  progress  of  our 
arms,  slavery  is  ovirthrown.  [Applause 
and  good,  gooil.]  l?y  well -recognized 
principles  of  law,  it  is  as  clear  as  the  sun 
at  noon,  that  if  this  war  gets  on  twelve 
months  there  will  not  be  a  slave  legally 
held  in  any  one  of  the  States  or  Territo- 
ries, except  by  the  President's  Proelamsi- 
tion.  [Applause]  That  is  the  neces- 
sary elVect  of  the  conijuest  of  those  States 
and  brought  upon  themselves  by  the  war 
that  they  commenced.  [That's  so.]  And 
ll  this  wonderful  result  shouhl  be  achieved, 
if  the  time  should  come  when  this  great 
calamitv  of^the  Inited  St.ates,  and  affront 
to  the  civiliz.aticn  of  the  age  is  wiped  out 
in  this  w.ay;  if  these  poor  abolitionists, 
who  never  constituted  a  hundreth  part  of 
our  poi»ulation.  whose  pale  faces  and  un- 
steady eye,  produces  almost  the  feeling 
of  conipas.s  on  that  is  engendered  in  a 
Kouml  mind  by  meeting  one  Avho  is  wand- 
ering iti  his  intellect  —if  they  come  to  me 
and  say,  "Now  this  institution  is  abol- 
ished, I  want  you  to  unite  with  me  in 
erecting,  a  monument  to  Win.  L.  Yancy, 
and  John  Slidell,  and  James  Mason,  and 
.letlerson  Davis,  who  abolished  slavery," 
1  shant  refuse — [Laughter  and  applause] 
— I  mean  involuntary  slavery.  If  our 
southern  friends  are  right  in  supposing 
that  the  slaves  will  stay  with  them  from 
attachment,  after  they  are  free,  of  course 
they  won't  be  prevented  from  doing  so. 
[Laughter.]

— Nearly  fifty  refugees,  composed 
mainly  of  East  Tennessee  farmers,  with 
families,  arrived  in  Cincinnati  on  Satur- 
day. They  came  overland,  having  lieen 
starved  out  where  they  liave  been  living 
in  the  Southern  Confederacy.  They  have 
gone  to  Illinois. 

— Fifteen  refugees,  all  foreigners,  were 
picked  up  80  miles  down  the  Potomac  and 
brought  to  Washington,  They  had  con- 
verted Uieir  funds  into  fold  and  State 
atock,  and  appeared  very  anxious  to  go 
further  North.

have  arrived. 

The  (iovernment  of  the  United  States 
has  clearly  no  right  to  seize  British  ves- 
sels bona  fide  bound  from  this  country, 
or  from  any  other  British  possession,  to 
the  ports  of  Vera  Cruz  and  Matamoras. 
or  either  of  them,  or  rice  versa,  unless 
such  vessels  attempt  to  touch  at,  or  have 
an  intermediate  or  contingent  destination 
to,  some  blockaded  poi  t  or  place,  or  are 
carriers  of  contraband  .)f  war  destined  for 
the  Confederate  States  :  and  in  any  ad- 
mitted case  of  such  unl  iwful  capture,  her 
Majesty's  Government  would  feel  it  their 
duty  promptly  to  intertere.  with  a  view 
to  obtain  the  imme<liati  restitution  of  the 
ship  and  carg  \  with  lull  compensation, 
and  without  the  delay  tf  proceedings  in  a 
prize  court. 

Her  Majesty's  government,  however, 
cannot,  without  violating  the  rules  of  in- 
ternational law.  claim  1  >r  P»ritish  vessels 
navigating  between  ( 'reat  Britain  and 
these  places  any  f/enervl  exempt  ion  from 
the  belligerent  riijht  of  visitation  by  the 
rniisersof  the  United  Ftatea,  nor  can  they 
proceed  upon  any  genernl  assninpfion  that 
such  vessels  may  not  si>  act  as  to  render 
their  capture  lawful  and  just  ijiable.  No- 
thing is  more  common  than  for  tnose  who 
contemplate  a  breach  of  blockade,  or  the 
carriage  of  contraband,  to  disguise  their 
purpose  by  a  simulated  destination,  and 
by  deceptive  papers;  and  the  situation  of 
the  ports  on  the  coast  of  Mexico  with 
reference  to  the  Con  ederate  States  is 
such  as  to  make  it  not  only  possible,  but 
in  many  cases  probable .  that  an  ostensible 
Mexican  dentinatiun  u  nuld  be  resorted  to 
as  a  cover  for  objects  irhich  would  really 
justify  capture.  It  has  already  happened 
in  many  cases,  that  Ur  tish  vessels  have 
been  seized  while  enga  ^ed  in  voyages  ap- 
parently lawful,  which  vessels  have  after- 
wards been  proved  in  the  prize  courts  to 
have  been  really  guiby  of  endeavoring 
to  break  the  blockade,  or  of  carrj-ing 
contraband  to  the  Confederates. 

It  is  the  right  of  the  belligerent  to  cap- 
ture all  vessels  reasonably  suspected  of 
either  of  these  transgr  !Ssions  of  interna- 
tional law.  and  whenever  any  such  case 
of  capture  is  alleged,  the  case  cannot  be 
withdrawn  from  the  consideration  of  the 
prize  court  of  the  capture.  After  the 
case  has  undergone  iavestigation,  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  prize  e»urt  to  restore  any 
such  prizes  unlawfully  made,  w.th  costs 
and  damages ;  and  tht  proper  time  for 
interference  of  her  Majesty's  govern- 
ment is,  in  general,  wiien  the  prize  courts 
have  refused  redress  f  )r  a  capture  which 
the  evidence  shows  to  have  been  unfusti- 
fiable. 

Her  Majesty's  goveriment  cannot, upon 
ex  parte  statements,  dtny  the  belligerents 
in  this  war  the  experience  of  those  rights 
which,  in  all  wars  in  which  Great  Brit- 
ain has  been  concemetl,  she  has  claimed 
herself  to  exercise.

At  a  speci.il  meeting  of  the  Liverpool 
Chamber  of  Commerce  the  following  re- 
port was  submitted  from  the  Committee 
on  the  Destruction  of  Ships  by  the  Ala- 
bama, and  after  some  debate  was  adopt- 
ed : 

This  committee  having  reconsidered 
the  question  relcrred  to  it,  togetlier  with 
the  letter  sul)se<iuently  receiveil  from  the 
New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce,  beg 
leave  to  report  that  the  building  or  eipiip- 
ping  in  ports  ol  this  country  ol  such  ves- 
sels as  the  Alabama,  nuHiifestly  con- 
tr.avenes  the  intention  of  ihe  Foreign 
Enlistment  act  entitleil  **  \u  act  to  pre- 
vent the  enlisting  and  engagement  ol  llcr 
Majesty's  subjet-ts  to  ser\  c  in  loreijin  ser- 
vice, and  fittin<j  out  or  eipiipping  in  Her 
Majesty's  dominions  vessels  for  warlike 
purposes  without  Her  Majesty's  license." 
The  provisions  of  the  said  act,  according 
to  the  statement  ot  the  Solicitor  General, 
are  susceptible  of  being  easily  evadeil, 
which  appears  to  be  confirmed  l)y  the  fact 
of  the  .Mabaina  having  ev:ided  them,  not- 
withstanding that  the  de.Ntiuation  was 
reasonably  suspected  ;  and  that  the  atten- 
tion of  our  government  was  directed  to 
her  while  in  course  of  construction,  with 
the  view  ot  having  the  act  put  in  top^e 
against  her  whenever  sulliiient  legal  evi- 
dence should  ai>pi'ar  fur  doing  so ;  that 
this  inetruiency  of  the  ait  tends  to  e.\- 
pose  our  professions  of  neutrality  to  the 
charge  ol  insincerity,  and  to  establish  a 
precedent  that  may  at  some  future  time 
i)e  turned  with  harassing  elle<-t  against 
ourselves  ;  that,  in  ci  nsideration  of  the 
above  evil,  this  committee  is  of  opinion 
that  the  Liverpool  Ch  miber  of  ComimTce 
should  memorialize  her  Majesty's  govern- 
ment to  endeavor,  in  concert  with  the 
government  of  the  United  States,  to  make 
such  alterations  in  the  Foreign  Enlist- 
ment acts  of  both  countries  as  shall  seem 
best  calculated  to  prevent  systematic  eva- 
sion, and  restrain  the  citizens  of  those 
Sta  es  from  contravening  the  earnest  de- 
sire of  their  respective  governments  to 
maintain  upon  all  occasions  a  strictly 
neutral  attitude  towards  friendly  Powers 
who  may  happen  to  be  l)elligerents.  and 
that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  transmitted 
to  the  New  York  Chamber  of  Commerce.

There  is  not  much  evidence  yet 
that  the  skill  of  the  host  of  secret  agents 
of  the  federation  is  etpial  to  their  readi- 
ness. Witness  the  case  of  the  Japan. 
But  they  abound  among  us.  Then',  are 
complete  war  agencies  that  act  at  once  as 
vigilance  committees  and  proaganda  for 
Northern  opinion  in  all  the  seaports  and 
great  manufacturing  towns.  It  will  sur- 
prise many  ot  our  solid,  business  men, 
merchants  and  bankers,  to  hear  they  are 
the  objects  of  as  continual  and  secret  of)- 
servation  as  any  suspected  Pole  or  red  re- 
publican who  ever  tlistnrbed  the  repose 
of  a  Master  of  Legions  from  the  vicinity 
of  Leicester  square. 

In  the  recent  discussion  in  the  House 
of  Commons  on  the  proceedings  connect- 
ep  with  the  Alabama,  Mr.  Liard  gave  a 
slight  sketch  of  the  activity  of  the  federal 
agents  ia  P^ngland.  He  read  lists  pf 
their  purchases  of  arms  and  ammunition  on 
account  of  the  Federal  governtnent,  and 
mentioned  the  names  of  the  firms  through 
whom  they  had  been  exported.  He  addv 
ed  the  fact  tliat  the  yard  at  Birkenheed 
in  which  the  .Mabama  was  built  had  for  a 
long  period  been  constantly  watched  by 
American  detectives,  and  that  some  of 
the  persons  connected  with  the  establish- 
ment had  been  so  constantly  dogged  and 
followed  by  members  of  this  secret  police 
that  thev  might  be  described  as  gardes  a 
cue.  The  result  rather  forcibly  proved 
the  uselessness  of  the  vigilance,  but  the 
system  is  still  in  full  vigor.  The  des- 
cription given  by  Mr.  Liard  has  since 
been  confirmed,  with  considerable  addi- 
tions, if  some  communications  sent  to  a 
Liverpool  journal  may  be  relied  on.  They 
are  published  as  "an  exposure  of  the  tac- 
tics of  the  federal  government  and  its  ad- 
herents in  this  countrj-."  They  are  il- 
literate enough  to  be  genuine,  and  con- 
tain some  discrepancies  of  opinion  that 
indicate  the  work  of  different  hands.  And 
if  the  details  arc  authentic,  they  make  a 
lull  set  off  against  the  construction  of  the 
Alabama,  leaving  a  heavy  balance  of  ad- 
vautage  of  the  same  kind  on  the   federal 

side.

"  iVhen  Pegram's  men  were  in  Lancas- 
ter, Garrard  county,  one  of  his  officers 
and  a  squad  of  men  rode  up  to  the  house 
of  Colonel  Lendrum,  then  absent  in  the 
Union  army,  and  ordered  hit  wife  to  get 
them  a  meal.  She  told  them  fiairly  that 
she  would  not  do  it.  They  then  threaten- 
ed to  bum  her  house  if  she  persisted ;  to 
which  she  heroically  replied :  'Then  apply 
your  torch  and  I'll  take  my  children  and 
leave,  for  I  will  not  prepare  you  food," 
adding  that  she  thought  they  would  find 
a  brigade  of  men  to  apply  a  torch  also. 
Stunned  by  this  unlooked  for  courage  and 
defiance  of  an  unprotected  woman,  they 
deemed  it  better  not  to  a  carry  their  threat 
into  execution.  The  allusion  to  a  brigade 
of  men  was  understood  by  them  when  it 
became  known  that  her  husband  was 
then  in  command  of  a  brigade  in  the  fed- 
eral »rmy."

A  letter  from  Helena  to  the  Philadel- 
phia Prena  says,  in  referenec  to  the  Ya- 
zoo Pass  Expedition : 

••The  expedition  is  so  far  a  great  success  In 
this,  that  it  has  enlirfly  destroyed  all  prospects 
forcrojis  of  any  kind  OP  the  Yaioo  I'asi;,  on  the 
(  ohhvater  and  on  the  Talahatchie.  In  addition 
to  the  above  very  important  it-m,  all  the  cotton, 
cotton  gins,  plaiitation  horses  and  negro  quar- 
ters; a,ll  the  Corn  and  all  th«  cattle,  aud  all  the 
fences  on  these  stream*  were  utterly  destroyed; 
besides,  the  rebel  lojs  in  killed  »>  d  wounded,  uud 
in  prisoners  and  from  desertion,  was  very  C"u- 
sidenible. 

Their  greatest  loss,  however,  was  in  tho  very 
large  amount  of  cotton  they  d'-stroyed  to  keep  us 
from  getting  it,  and  the  h>8s  of  agreat  number  ot 
their  negroes,  w  ho  were  brought  out  under  the 
provisions  of  th<'  Presiilenfs  proclamation,  and 
in  the  complete  demoralization  of  what  were  left. 
A  portion  of  the  negroes  that  the  Yazoo  Pass 
expedition  caused  to  leave  their  masters,  are  now 
drilling  at  this  point  as  federal  soldi-rs. 

The  breaking  of  the  levees  in  getting  into  the 
pass  will  destroy  all  the  country  adjacent  to  our 
route,  aud  will  render  the  whole  upper  i>ortion  of 
the  state  of  Mississippi  so  sickly  that  it  will  be 
impossible  for  their  arndes  to  remain  in  the  local- 
ities we  have  just  visited.  The  same  may  be  said 
of  all  the  Lake  Providence  country  nud  that  of 
Vickshurg,  and,  In  fact,  of  all  the  states  on  the 
Mississippi  river— for  the  levees  are  broken  from 
Memphis  to  N«w  Orleans,  and  cannot  soon  l>e 
repaired,  for  the  negroes  wont  work,  and  south- 
ern chivalry  have  to  tight  not  only  the  Y'ankces

The  Washington  correspondent  ot  the 
Cincinnati  Gazette  has  the  following  in- 
teresting paragraphs  : 

The  apprehensions  of  immediate  trouble 
witth  Great  Britain  1  suppose  to  be  un- 
founded, riiere  is  no  question  as  to  the 
warlike  tone  of  t|ic  great  commercial 
centers  on  the  seaboard  ;  nor  is  there  any 
(jnestion  as  to  the  hearty  earnestness 
with  which  that  one  is  echoed  by  at  least 
three  such  leailers  as  Stanton,  Chase  and 
Welles. 

But  the  Mej)liistopheles  of  the  Ail- 
uiinistration,  whose  doubling  in  and  out 
leaves  even  those  who  know  him  best  in 
doubt  of  what  his  real  meaning  may  be,  is 
pretty  certainly  at  heart  opposed  to  any 
vigorous  dealing  with  (ireat  Britain,  and 
is  not  likely  therefore  to  have  sent  any 
dispatches  tliat  close  the  door  to  further 
negotiations. 

Meantime,  no  longer  .igo  than  yester- 
day, Mr.  Lincoln  expressed  himself  very 
clearly,  "No,  sir,  we  must  have  no  war 
with  Kngland  now;  we  can't  afford  it. 
We'll  have  to  bear  antl  bear  and  bear ; 
she  may  even  kick  us,  if  she  wants  to, 
and  we  won't  resent  it,  till  we  get  rid  of 
the  job  we  already  have  on  hand.  Th-n 
it  will  be  our  turn  to  si-e  about  the  kick- 
ing !" 

1  suppose  that  to  be  conclusive  on  the 
subject  of  any  immediate  resort  to  final 
measures.  The  feeling  throughout  the 
whole  laml  is  without  question  warmly  in 
favor  of  it,  and  the  three  war  members  of 
the  Cabinet  have  probably  a  majority  of 
our  Senators  and  other  eminent  publicists 
at  their  back,  but  the  Administration  as  a 
whole,  whether  wisely  or  unwisely,  is  not 
up  with  the  people. 

The  reverse  at  ( 'harlesf on  does  not 
alter  the  .ispect.  It  may,  indeed,  tend 
to  make  the  llritish  Cabinet  more  ready 
for  a  quarrel,  but  in  a  corresponding  de- 
gree it  is  likely  to  make  us  less  ready. 
The  fi«'rv  spirit  which  recently  led  bluff 
Ben  Wade  to  insist  on  the  immediate 
issue  of  letters  of  manpie  and  reprisal 
against  British  commerce,  without  one 
preliminary  word  of  warning,  may  pre- 
vail :  but  it  certainly  seems  far  more 
probable  that,  in  spite  of  the  warlike 
pressure,  Mr.  Lincoln  will  prefer  to  take 
the  "  kicking,''  and  leave  the  nation  to 
bide  i*s  time  for  redress.

Tho  Pollah  Flaaacos. 

The  Polish  committee  in  Paris  is  en- 
deavoring to  obtain  a  loan  of  two  million 
dollars.  The  Polish  emigrants  in  the 
French  capital  have  8U[>plied  considera- 
ble sums,  but  they  are  insufficient,  and 
large  purchases  of  arms  are  re<juired. 
Among  the  collections  ordinarily  made  in 
the  churches  in  Poland  at  the  Easter 
fetes,  the  most  fruitful  this  year  has  been 
that  lor  the  insurrection.  More  than  one 
hundred  roubles,  it  is  said,  have  been 
raised  in  this  way.

Capt.  Hinckley  was  ordered 
to  go  on  boarti  the  Florida,  where  his 
first  interview  was  with  two  doctors, 
named  Garrison  and  Grafton.  One  of 
these  men  said  "  they  had  lately  taken 
the  Jacob  Bell,  and  she  had  some  lady 
passengers  that  gave  them  some  trouble, 
and  he  was  afraid  we  had  some.'' 

Presently  Captain  MalUt  came  down 
and  fell  into  conversation  with  Captain 
Hinckley,  talking  about  tlie  fortunes  of 
war,  expressing  regret  that  the  Star  of 
Peace  must  be  destroyed,  but  adding  that 
"he  wanted  to  take  ships."  A  party 
of  men  was  then  sent  on  board  the 
prize  to  rob  her  of  all  nautical  instru- 
ments, provisions,  coal,  &c.,  and  at  sun- 
down she  was  fired.  The  ship  was  worth 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  her  cargo 
worth  not  less  than  a  half  million  dollars. 
.V  large  portion  of  the  cargo  was  con- 
signed to  British  owners.  Capt.  Hinck- 
ley stated  this  fact,  in  the  hope  that  it 
might  save  his  ship  from  destruction,  but 
the  captain  of  the  Florida  disregarded  it, 
and  referred  to  a  letter  of  Lord  John 
Russell's,  which  he  afterwards  exhibited 
to  the  captain,  to  the  effect  that  "if 
British  subjects  placed  their  goods 
in  American  vessels  they  were  liable  to 
capture,"  «&c.  As  fast  as  our  men  went 
on  board  the  pirate  they  were  put  in 
irons,  some  chained  by  the  hands  and 
some  by  the  feet.  The  steamer  after  this 
drifted  about  listlessly,  the  captain's  pur- 
post!  appearing  in  the  track  of  the  East 
Imlia  vessels  homew.ard  bound.  He 
kept  up  no  steam,  and  after  burning  the 
ship  the  steamer's  screw  was  hoisted  out 
of  the  water.  The  crew  were  subse- 
quently put  on  board  the  Runnymede 
and  sent  to  England. 

Captain  Hinckley  says  the  Florida  is 
of  seven  hundred  tons  register,  and  has 
three  broadside  rifled  32-pounder  cannon 
on  e.ich  side,  and  two  110-pound  pivot 
guns,  one  forward,  the  other  aft.  She 
has  one  hundred   and  twenty    men    on 
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board,  and  a  full  supply  of  cutlasses,  ri- 
fles antl  revolvers,  the  latter  having  ten 
barrels,  nine  for  ball  and  one  lor  buck- 
shot. In  smooth  water  she  will  steain 
twelve  knots,  and  with  a  favorable  wind 
and  with  sail  all  set  she  will  run  fifteen 
knots  an  hour.

The  New  Orleans  Picagnne  of  the  9th 
instant  says  the  private  secretary  of  Ad- 
miral Farragut  had  reached  that  city. 
"On  the  7th  the  llartfbrd  came  down  to 
point  a  few  miles  above  Port  Hudson, and 
Tuesday  night,  Mr.  Gabberton,  the  Ad- 
mirals secretary,  with  a  negro  as  oars- 
man, embarked'  in  a  skiff,  intendinf;  to 
communicate  with  tho  fleet  below  Port 
Hudson.

— Tlie  first  volume  of  the  three  to  bo 
issued  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
tho  Conduct  of  the  War  has  just  been  is- 
sued from  the  government  printing  office, 
making  a  book  of  728  pages,  including 
the  journal  of  the  committee.  This  vol- 
ume romprises  the  Hull  Run,  BalPs  BluflT, 
Peninsula,  Army  of  Virginia,  and  Mary- 
land battles,  containing  in  full  the  evi- 
dence of  Gen.  McClellan,  together  with 
all  of  the  official  dispatches  which  ema- 
nated from  the  War  Department  as  well 
as  those  from  General  McClellan.  The 
demand  for  the  first  volume  is  very  great 
and  cannot  be  supplied  fully,  as  but  five 
thousand  copies  were  ordered  by  the 
Senate,  and  ten  thousand  for  the  House. 
The  matter  has  been  stereotyped,  so  that 
future  copies  can  be  ordered  by  Congress. 

— A  young  lawyer  at  Washington, 
named  JoUifTe,  has  been  detected  in  a 
heartless  scheme  of  swindling.  It  ap- 
pears that  aftpr  obtaining  tho  names  of 
soldierH  who  have  died  in  hospitals,  an<i 
the  addresses  of  their  rclaties,  he  would 
write  sympathetic  epistles,  concluding  by 
offering — for  a  consideration  specified — 
to  send  home  the  remains.  Generally 
speaking  he  would  receive  the  twenty-fire 
or  thirty  dollars  asked  for,  but  he  rarely 
sent  the  body  desired,  and  on  one  occa- 
sion, when  be  undertook  to  perform  his 
part  of  the  contract,  he  sent  another 
corpse  than  the  one  a^tked  for.  This  im- 
position led  to  the  rascal's  exposure.

Lieut.  Fr.ink  Pratt,  of  Company  C.  7th 
Regiment,  (Capt.  Burt.)  which  company 
compoedthe  guard  sent  with  the  Indi- 
ans, we  gather  seme  particulars  eonecrr- 
ing  the  new  pri.son  of  the  Sioux  munler- 
ers. 

The  company  numbered  S'>   men,  and 
performed  the  u>u.d  guard   duty  over  the 
captive  Indians,  who  were  huddled  on  the 
boiler  deck.     The   Favorite    arrivc<l   at 
Davenport    on   Saturday,     having   mad'- 
only  one  or  two  stoppages    on  the    way. 
and  those  at    places   remote    from  larg»- 
cities.  in  order  to  "wood."'     Th<.>    Indian- 
were  at  onee  taken  to    the  gruun<ls    pre- 
pared for   them.     Thi«    is    an   ohl  camp 
which  h.is  been   reeently     vacated  by   an 
Iowa  regiment.     The  <'.imp    is  a   sijuare 
of  grounil,  enclosed  with   a   boanl    fence 
twelve  or  tlfteen  feet  high,     it  i«.  situated 
near  the  river,  atitl  in  a  tine   and  healthy 
position,  overlooking  mo'^t   of    the   citie.-* 
of  Davenport  and  Kock    Island.     There 
are  e.xcellent    barracks    on  the   grunnds 
for  the  shelter  of  the    Indians,  behig  the 
same  once  used  by  the  Iowa  troops,  and 
are  certainly  good  enough  for   the   Indi- 
ans.    The  tender-hearted  admirers  of  the 
pagans  need    not  fret,    therefore,    under 
the  supposit'on  that  they  arc    to  be  ill- 
ireatcd.     The  arrangements  lor  feeding 
them,  «fc  .,  are  well   got  up.     Thus   the 
captives  can  enjoy  life   measurably  well, 
lacking  only   liberty,  as   they  are  still  in 
chains,  but  can  lie  in  the  sun  and  dream 
the  summer  days  away — a  very  comfort- 
able custom  lor  the  savages.     They  are 
well    "uartled,     nevertheless,     by     2.">0 
troops,  and  there  is  no  danger  of   any  of 
them  escaping.

General 
IJurnside  to-da\  approved  the  finding  of 
the  court,  and  directed  the  three  prison- 
ers to  be  sent  to  the  commander  at  John- 
son's Island,  near   Sanduiky,  where  Tal- 
bot and  Sullivan  arc  to  be  confined,  and 
that  the  commander  execute  the  sentence 
on    Campbell    at  noon  the    first  day  of 
May,  Friday  next.

The  Anglo  Saxon  left  Liverpool  with 
300  passengers,  and  a  crew  of  84 
men.

73  persons  escaped 
from  the  wreck  by  ropes  and  spans,  and 
21  more  in  a  life-boat,  making  a  total 
saved  of  'J7. 

Two  other  boats  have  not  arrived  off 
Cape  Race  in  consequence  of  the  density 
of  the  fog,  and  seven  more  persons  v/ho 
embarked  on  a  raft,  are  also  missing. 
There  is  still  a  heav}-  sea  and  fog. 

'I'he  commander  is  suppo.sed  to  be 
among  the  drowned.  The  purser  and 
the  1st  and  2nd  officers  and  doctor  are 
saved  and  one  cabin  passenger.  Lt. 
Sampson  Royal  artillery,  Hoi>.  John 
Young  and  family,  are  supposed  to  be 
on  one  of  the  Tui--!;ing  boats. 

The  wreck  broke  up  about  one  hour 
after  the  shiji  struck. 

Several  persons  clung  to  the  rigging 
until  the  foremast  fell  but  no  assistance 
could  be  rendered.

of  war,  and  for  several  weeks  discharged, 
in  a  manner  that  gave  entire  satisfaction 
to  Ins  Caprain.  the  hardest  and  most  dis 
agreeable  ihiiies  of  a  private  of  horse  ar- 
tillery. Neither  he  nor  his  lather  made 
anvelFort  to  g-'t  him  a  coimnission,  though 
probably  no  youth  in  America  has  strong- 
er influences,  arising  from  parental  dis- 
tiiKiion,  wealth,  social  i-o!»nections,  and 
family  friemlships.  than  he.  A  cowimis-

— A  tall  chimney — over  one  hundred 
feet  in  height,  and  ten  feet  square  at  the 
base — attached  to  the  furnace  of  Xathan 
Washburn,  Worcester.  Mass..  was  moved 
a  few  days  since  a  distance  of  one  bund- 
ed and  fifty  feet.  Not  a  brick  was  dislo- 
cated, and  the  chimney  is  now  as  perfect 
in  every  respect  as  when  it  was  started. 
—  In  Cincinnati,  the  other  day,  ayoung 
man  named  Goble,  who  had  circulated 
reports  detrimental  to  a  young  lady,  was 
set  upon  by  the  offended  damsel  with  a 
pit  her  full  of  hot.  scalding  water,  which 
she  threw  over  his  person,  burnitig  him 
severely.

— Gov.  Seymour,  of  New  York,  has 
signed  the  bill  givmg  bounties  to  volun- 
teers who  re-enlist,  and  to  those  who 
now  enlist  as  volunteers.  It  provides 
that  all  who  re-enlist  for  two  years  or 
during  the  war  shall  receive  a  bounty  of 
$150;  those  for  one  year,  $oO;  and  all 
new  volunteers  for  three  years  or  during 
the  war,  $75  each.  The  sum  of  $3,<X)0,(XX> 
or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
is  appropriated,  and  a  tax  of  two  mills 
levied  to  meet  the  same. 

—The  Nashville  Union  of  the  14th 
inst.  saya  :  "Forty-two  Union  families  of 
East  Tennessee  were  sent  beyond  the 
rebel  lines  by  Gen.  Bragg  a  few  days 
ago.  Every  species  of  outrage  and  in- 
sult was  offered  by  the  rebel  rufBans  to 
these  loyal  martyrs,  whose  wrongs  will 
certainly  be  most  terribly  avenged  by  the 
strong  arm  of  a  powerful  people." 

— It  is  said  that  mechanics  and  Laboring 
men  from  Canada  are  coming  across  the 
lines  in  considerable  numbers,  seeking 
emplojment.  The  times  are  very  hard 
fur  these  classes  in  Canada  now,  where 
all  the  eyils  of  the  war  are  realized  with- 
out the  attending  benefits.  Besides,  the 
cowards  who  have  hurried  into  Canada  to 
escape  a  drafl  are  crowding  out  the  home 
laborers  Dy  working  at  starving  rates, 
thus  literally  "  taking  the  bread  out  of 
the  mouths*'  of  the  native  working  classes.

The  Washington  correspondent  of  the 
Cincinnati  Gazette  has  the  following  in- 
teresting paragraphs : 

The  apprehensions  of  immediate  trouble 
witth  (ireat  Britain  I  suppose  to  be  un- 
founded. There  is  no  question  as  to  the 
warlike  tone  of  the  great  commercial 
centers  on  the  seaboard  ;  nor  is  there  any 
question  as  to  the  hearty  earnestness 
with  which  that  one  is  echoed  by  at  least 
three  such  leaders  as  Stanton,  Chase  and 
WeUes. 

But  the  Mephistopheles  of  the  Ad- 
ministration, whose  doubling  in  and  out 
leaves  even  those  who  know  him  best  in 
doubt  of  what  his  real  meaning  may  be,  is 
pretty  certainly  at  heart  o[)posed  to  any 
vigorous  dealing  with  (ireat  Britain,  and 
is  not  likely  tlierefore  to  have  sent  .iny 
dispatches  that  close  the  door  to  further 
ncMtiations. 

Meantime,  no  longer  ago  than  yester- 
day, Mr.  Lincoln  expressed  himself  very 
clearly,  "No,  sir,  we  must  have  no  war 
with  England  now ;  we  can't  afford  it. 
We'll  have  to  bear  and  bear  and  bear ; 
she  may  even  kick  us,  if  she  wants  to, 
and  we  won't  resent  it,  till  we  get  rid  of 
the  job  we  already  have  on  hand.  Then 
it  will  be  our  turn  to  see  about  the  kick- 
ingl" 

I  suppose  that  to  be  conclusive  on  the 
subject  of  any  immediate  resort  to  final 
measures.  The  feeling  throughout  the 
whole  land  is  without  (jue.<!tion  warmly  iu 
favor  of  it,  and  the  three  war  members  of 
the  Cabinet  have  probably  a  majority  of 
our  Senators  aud  other  eminent  publicists 
at  their  back,  but  the  Administration  as  a 
whole,  whether  wisely  or  unwisely,  is  not 
up  with  the  people. 

The  reverse  at  Charleston  does  not 
alter  the  aspect.  It  may,  indeed,  tend 
to  make  the  British  Cabinet  more  ready 
for  a  (luarrel,  but  in  a  corresponding  de- 
gree it  is  likely  to  make  us  less  read)'. 
The  fiery  spirit  which  recently  led  bluff 
Ben  Wade  to  insist  on  the  immediate 
issue  of  letters  of  marque  and  reprisal 
against  British  commerce,  without  one 
preliminary  word  of  warning,  may  pre- 
vail :  but  it  certainly  seems  far  more 
probable  that,  in  spite  of  the  warlike 
pressure.  Mr.  Lincoln  will  prefer  to  take 
the  "  kicking,"  and  leave  the  nation  to 
bide  its  time  for  redress. 

Meeting  Count  Gurowski  (or  Count 
Growler,  as  the  wags  want  to  call  him), 
on  the  avenne.  h.alf  an  hour  ago,  he  burst 
out.  "  What  a  government  of  asses  !  My 
Got,  what  a  government  of  asses,  from 
a.ss-in-chiel  Halleck  on  down.  Look  at 
their  opening  of  the  campaign.  See  how 
they're  alreatiy  throwing  away  their  pow- 
ers.

One  of 
these  men  said  "  they  had  lately  taken 
the  Jacob  Bell,  and  she  had  some  lady 
passengers  that  gave  them  some  trouble, 
and  he  was  afraid  we  had  some." 

Presently  Captain  MafHt  came  down 
and  fell  into  conversation  with  Captain 
Hinckley,  talking  about  the  fortunes  of 
war,  expressing  regret  that  the  Star  of 
Peace  must  be  destroyed,  but  adding  that 
"he  wanted  to  take  ships."  A  party 
of  men  was  then  6ent  on  board  the 
prize  to  rob  her  of  all  nautical  instru- 
ments, provisions,  coal,  &c.,  and  at  sun- 
down she  was  fired.  The  ship  was  worth 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  her  cargo 
worth  not  less  than  a  half  million  dollars. 
A  large  portion  of  the  cargo  was  con- 
signed to  British  owners.  Capt.  Hinck- 
ley stated  this  fact,  in  the  hope  that  it 
might  save  his  ship  from  destruction,  but 
the  captain  of  the  Florida  disregarded  it, 
and  referred  to  a  letter  of  Lord  John 
Russell's,  which  he  aflerwards  exhibited 
to  the  captain,  to  the  effect  that  "if 
British  subjects  placed  their  goods 
in  American  vessels  they  were  liable  to 
capture."  &c.  As  fast  as  our  men  went 
on  boartl  the  pirate  they  were  put  in 
irons,  some  chained  by  the  hands  and 
some  by  the  feet.  The  steamer  after  this 
drifted  about  listlessly,  the  captain's  pur- 

fose  appearing  in  the  track  of  the  East 
ndia  vessels  homeward  bound.  He 
kept  up  no  steam,  and  after  burning  the 
ship  the  steamer's  screw  was  hoi.sted  out 
of  the  water.  The  crew  were  subse- 
quently put  on  board  the  Runnymede 
and  sent  to  England. 

Captain  Hinckley  says  the  Florida  is 
of  seven  hundred  tons  register,  and  has 
three  broadside  rifled  32-pounder  cannon 
on  each  side,  and  two  110-pound  pivot 
guns,  one  forward,  the  other  aft.  She 
ha.s  one  hundred  and  twenty  men  on 
board,  and  a  full  supply  of  cutlasses,  ri- 
fies  and  revolvers,  the  latter  having  ten 
barrels,  nine  for  ball  and  one  for  buck- 
shot. In  smooth  water  she  will  steam 
twelve  knots,  and  with  a  favorable  wind 
and  with  sail  all  set  she  will  run  fifteen 
knots  an  hour.

From  Admiral  rarrarat's  Float.'' 

The  New  Orleans  Picagnne  of  the  9th 
instant  says  the  private  secretary  of  Ad- 
miral Farragut  had  reached  that  city. 
"On  the  7th  the  Hartford  came  down  to 
point  a  few  miles  above  Port  Hudson, and 
Tuesday  night,  Mr.  Gabbcrton,  the  Ad- 
mirals secretary,  with  a  negro  as  oars- 
man, embarked  in  a  skitT,  intending  to 
communicate  with  the  fleet  below  Port 
Hudson.  They  were  succes.sful,  drop- 
ping down  in  the  darkness  of  the  night, 
and  passing  the  batteries  without  detec- 
tion. 

•'We  now  know  the  actual  'situation'  of 
the  Hartford.  In  passing  the  batteries 
at  Port  Hudson,  in  going  up,  she  was  hit 
only  five  times,  and  lost  but  one  man 
killed. 

"In  the  subsequent  Warrcnton  and 
Grand  Gulf  fights  four  more  men  on 
board  were  killed.  Thellartfcrd  is  in 
e.xcellent  order."

— The  first  volume  of  the  three  to  bo 
issued  of  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
the  Conduct  of  the  War  has  just  been  is- 
sued from  the  government  printing  ofEce, 
making  a  book  of  728  pages,  including 
the  journal  of  the  committee.  This  vol- 
ume comprises  the  Bull  Run,  Ball's  Bluff, 
Peninsula,  Army  of  Virginia,  and  Marj'- 
land  battles,  containing  in  full  the  evi- 
dence of  Gen.  McClellan,  together  with 
all  of  the  ofhcial  dispatches  which  ema- 
nated from  the  War  Department  as  well 
as  those  from  General  McClellan.  The 
demand  for  the  first  volume  is  very  great 
and  cannot  be  supplied  fully,  as  but  five 
thousand  copies  were  ordered  by  the 
Senate,  and  ten  thousand  for  the  House. 
The  matter  has  been  stereotyped,  so  that 
future  copies  can  be  ordered  by  Congress. 
— A  young  lawyer  at  Washington, 
named  JollitTe,  has  been  detected  in  a 
heartless  scheme  of  swindling.  It  ap- 
pears that  after  obtaining  the  names  of 
soldiers  who  have  died  in  hospitals,  and 
the  addresses  of  their  relatics,  he  would 
write  sA'nipathetic  epistles,  concluding  by 
offering — for  a  consideration  specified — 
to  send  home  the  remains.  Generally 
speaking  he  would  receive  the  twenty-fiTe 
or  thirty  dollars  asked  for,  but  he  rarely 
sent  the  body  desired,  and  on  one  occa- 
sion, when  he  undertook  to  perform  his 
part  of  the  contract,  he  sent  another 
corpse  than  the  one  asked  for.  This  im- 
position led  to  the  rascal's  exposure. 

— At  the  recent  state  election  in  Mich- 
igan, in  the  towns  of  Watertown,  De- 
ment, Wisnor,  Welles  and  Kingston,  all 
in  the  county  of  Tuscola,  not  a  single 
copperhead  vote  was  jwUed — every  one 
for  the  Union.
